A. • report, prepared by a 
senior officer of Nato’s armed 
forces and . oow circulating 
within the alliance, reaches .the 
startling conclusion that the 
Warsaw Pact is capable of deliv¬ 
ering a successful attack on 
Western- Europe u sing only con¬ 
ventional forces and that the 
surprise and speed of the! opera¬ 
tion would make- it-impossible 
to ose the tactical nnclear. 
weapons winch are ah integral 
part of Karo's “ flexible 
response .” strategy. 

The report' also reveals that, 
there are now 16,000 -Soviet 
agents operating in West Ger¬ 
many alone, and suggests that 
some of* these' axe trained to - 
participate in a surprise attack 
by seizing or destroying radio 
and . television stations, early 
warning systemi ind key head¬ 
quarters.

the use of battlefield nuclear 
weapons^ the report concludes 
that their use in the circum¬ 
stances would cause more vic¬ 
tims among rivilians and allied 
troops than among the forces 
of the Warsaw Pact.

As the report says “ die trend 
which encourages the dismant¬ 
ling of our conventional forces 
and their chronic weakness re¬ 
sults in a-parallel increase in 
the risks of a nuclear confla¬ 
gration at strategic level”. 

. Although the author of the 
report accepts the political 
assumption that in present cir¬ 
cumstances a surprise attack is 
unlikely, he draws attention to 
the progressive unilateral 
reduction in the armed forces- 


of the West while the Soviet 
.Union continues to build up its 
military power at an alarming- 
rate. and concludes tbat any 
further erosion of Western 
European defence capability, or 
even further reduction of 
American force levels in West¬ 
ern Europe would create a 
situation in which the Warsaw 
Part might reasonably calculate 
tbat a surprise offensive would 
meet with immediate .success 
and .thus “ensure mastery of 
'the Euro-Asian continent for 
the Soviet Union”. 

The report also refers- to the 
significant growth of com¬ 
munist influence in Western 
Europe, and the possibility that 
economic and social pressures 
might even - bring about. the.

It warns Western policy¬ 
makers against falling into the 
trap of assuming that existing 
political conditions are no- 
changeable, and poittts out that, 
given a favourable military'and 
political situation, the Soviet 
Union might have powerful 
motives for a limited military 
operation in AVastern Europe. 

It would eliminate West Ger¬ 
many^ which is. in Soviet eyes, 
assuming a position of increas¬ 
ing predominance ' among the' 
European members of Nato ; it 
would shatter the image of a 
free and prosperous society 
which presents such a. startling 
contrast to the oppressive 
totalitarianism of the ‘.East 
European members of .the War¬ 
saw . Pact; it would divert 
attention from some of the 
growing economic and social 
problems ' within the Soviet 
Onion; and it would break the 
back of the North Atlantic' 
Treaty . Organization, and post¬ 
pone indefinitely, any prospect 
of political integration in 
Western Europe; 

In this context the report 
recommends . that Western 
Europe should assume respon¬ 
sibility for its own security, 
no longer depending entirely

It points out that the in¬ 
sistence on a “ forward de¬ 
fence N , -conditioned largely by 
West Germany's understandable 
reluctance to surrender its 
territory without a fight, makes 
sense only in die context of 
long warning times, giving the 
West time to move at leisure 
from its peacetime garrisons to 
its combat.positions..

Setback for Mr Ford

President Fords election cam¬ 
paign suffered an unpredictable 
setback at -tbe weekend. His 
campaign manager, Mr Howard 
Callaway, asked to be relieved 
of'his duties uulil he had been 
cleared of any impropriety re 
garding an expansion of a ski 
resort he ..owns on national 
forest land. 

The political fallout on Mr 
Ronald Reagan’s diallenge to 
Mr Ford in the Republican pri¬ 
maries, with , the next one due 
in Illinois on Tuesday,: was un¬ 
certain.' 

Mr CaHaway, a Secretary of 
the Army under Mr Nixon, -is 
a Georgian who was transferred 
from the Pe Dragon by Mr Ford 
in order to run his campaign in 
hopes of rallying Republican 
strength in the South. He has 
not been cie most brilliant cam¬ 
paign manager. 

The accusations against .Mr 
Callaway are cloudy but serious 
as they turn on whether be used 
his federal office for personal 
gain, which is a crime. The 
Denver Post first disclosed the 
story lata on Friday, and. pre¬ 
cipitated Mr Callaway into 
offering to stand down; this is 
insisted upon at the Wlilfe 
House. 

The. President... sounding a 
little nettled by die affair, pro- 


nouuced his faith in Mr Calla¬ 
way. Mr Ford said he would 
wait to see what happened in 
the investigation “ but on u per¬ 
sona! basis he is a man of in¬ 
tegrity”. ■ • ’ ' - 

Mr Callaway rather unhelp- j 
fully said he expected . the 
matter “ to cast a pall on the 
campaign”, and he'wanted it 
to be seen, that the Ford men 
had acted instantly to clarify 
and meet the accusations.

way family 'owns at Crested 
Eune, a onCe -deserted mining 
town -in south-west Colorado,',’ 
has recently benefited from a 
reversal or a nationa l forest 
decision.

"President Sadat . tonight 
presented a draft Bill, to the 
Peoples Assembly (Parliament) 
proposing to end the Egyptian- 
Soviet friendship and coopera¬ 
tion treaty uf 1971, which he 
said had become “only a-scrap 
of paper”.. . 

The Pre~-dears move' came 
after several years of yrarsemu's 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
Egypt's ally and sole source of 
weapons for almost two decades. 

The proposal was -greeted 
with thunderous applause and 
observers believe • it will be 
unanimously endorsed. ■. 

The treaty, a renewal of 
earlier , links, was signed io 
Cairo by Mr Sadat and Presi¬ 
dent Podgorny on May 22, 1971. 

Mr Sadat accused the Soviet 
Union of exerting political, eco¬ 
nomic and'military pressure -oo 
Egypt by criticizing his Middle 
East policies, refusing to re- 
schedule Egjpt’s debts, and 
refusing supplies uf spare parts 
and weapons. . . 

Egypt's weapons would soon 
become “mere scrap” because 
of that refusal. • 

He said Moscow had even pre¬ 
vented India, which, produces 
spares and has overhauling 
facilities, from overhauling and 
supplying spare pans for 
Egypt's MIg fighters. 


Since the October 1973 war 
with Israel. Prcsidenr Sadat has 
complained biticrly of Moscow's 
refusal to make' good Egypt's 
losses while- heavily rearming 
Syria. 

■In a three-hour sueech, the 
President dealt at length with 
the history of Egyptian-Soviet 
relations--. 

He accused the Kremlin 
leaders of attempting fo shatter 
tire unity of the Arab world, 
and «aid tbey wefe how opposed 
to moves to resolve the Arab* 
Israeli conflict. 

During his speech Mr Sadal 
said the United States (with 
which Egypt non* enjoys good 
■relations) held almost all the 
cards in the Middle East situa¬ 
tion. 

The Soviet Union's influence 
in Egypt and - the Arab world 
has. declined since Mr Sadat's 
expulsion of about 20.000 Soviet 
military advisers from Egypt 
in July, 1972. • 

Because of Soviet reluctance 
to renew arms supplies. Presi¬ 
dent Sadat has recently' turned 
to other sources. 

France bas agreed to supply 
•Mirage fighter-bombers and 
other weapons, and Britain to 
sell military helicopters, while 
West Germany has been asked 
to provide Leopard tanks.

The Confederation of Health 
j Service Employees (Cohse) has 
! instructed its 165,000 members 
i to ignore ministry guidelines - 
on the management of violent 
or potentially violent patients. 
The guidelines are set out by 
tiie Deportment of Health aud 
Social Security in a recent 
circular to health authorities. 

'The deportment has requested 
health authorities to review 
arrangements in all hospitals, 
general as well as psychiatric, 
in the light of the circa lar 
winch has been prepared after 
detailed consultation with the 
Royal College .of Psychiatrists 
and the Royal College of 
Nursing. 

Cohse, which represents masr 
of the nursing staff in mental 
hospitals and which therefore 
feels it is -in the front line of 
possible attacks by violent 
patients, is resentful that it was 
not consulted. 

Ir has set up a working party, 
which met for the first time 
last month, to examine the 
question of violent patients and 
abnormal offenders under open- 
door conditions in ~ National 
Health Service mental hospitals, 
and will be drawing up its own 
guidance for its members. 

It is also seeking legal advice 
on the liability of its members 
in- handling violent attacks by 
patients, and oh the legal posi¬ 
tion of the increasing number 
of Cohse branches throughout 
the country which are refusing 
| to accept potentially dangerous 
' offenders admitted under the 
Mental Health Act, 1959. 

Last November tbc union's • 
executive decided that its indi¬ 
vidual local branches should be 
able to choose whether or not 
to work with or near abnormal 
offenders in mental hospitals, 
if they considered s the safety 
and security provisions at the 
hospital were not adequate. 

That decision followed the 
publicity surrounding a threa¬ 
tened strike by nurses at Gieu- 
i side Hospital, Bristol, over the 


admission of Mr John Brazil, 
who had been convicted of the 
manslaughter of his wife. On 
learning that no suitable hospi¬ 
tal place was available for Mr 
Brazil, Mr Justice Mais said he 
had no alternative but to make 
“ a wholly inappropriate sen¬ 
tence ” of life imprisonment. 

After being refused by 
workers at two other hospitals 
in the region, Mr Brazil was 
fiuallv accepted at St Lawrence 
Hospital. Bodmin, and a hos¬ 
pital order was substituted, for 
die prison sentence. 

Since then there have been 
several other incidents of nurses 
refusing to accept offenders 
admitted under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Regional secure units were 
first recommended by a working 
party to the Ministry of Health 
and commended to-the regional 
hospital boards in 196L 

The Butler committee, in its 
interim report on mentally 
abnormal offenders in April, 
1974, recommended that secure 
units should be set up as a 
matter of urgency” in each 
regional health area. . 

The Government has under¬ 
taken to pay both the capital 
costs and the running costs of 
the units. Five of the 13 health 
regions have submitted plans 
to the Department of Health 
and Social Security. But clearly 
it is most unlikely that the 
department's request that work 
should begin on “ a substantial 
number” of units in 1975-76 
and in all regional health areas 
by 1976-77 will be met. 

The ministry circular on the 
handling of violent patients 
seeks to provide some guid¬ 
ance. 4 but seems to leave the 
situation almost as vague 3S it 
was before. Its main advice is 
that where physical interven¬ 
tion is deemed necessary the 
degree of force should te the 
minimum required to control 
the violence and that it should 
be applied in a manner “ calcu¬

Mr -James Prior, opposition

Flans continue 
for Concorde 
flights to US

British Airways and Air 
France continued to plan over 
the weekend to start services 
with the supersonic Concorde 
airliner to the United States, 
despi'te mounting opposition 
from New York to their land¬ 
ing there. 

Both airlines are expected to 
announce jointly this week a 
tentative timetable for the 
beginning of Concorde flights 
to Washington. Tbe service is 
to start about die middle of 
May. The airlines are also 
likely to confirm that they trill 
test in the American courts 
the derision of die port 
authority of New York and 
New Jersey not to allow Con¬ 
corde to land in New York 
airport which they control, 
until there has been six 
months' experience with super¬ 
sonic civil aviation. 

The action of the port 
authority is in defiance of the 
decision by Mr William Cole¬ 
man, Secretary for Transporta¬ 
tion, tbat Concordes could 
operate services into the 
United States for a trial period 
British Airways and Air 
France have had about two 
months’ experience of operat¬ 
ing Contordes; British Airways 
has been operating a Concorde 
service to Bahrein, and Air 
France one to Rio de Janeiro. 
Although the French have had 
far greater passenger loads 
than the British, both have re¬ 
ported almost trouble-free 
operation which is unusual for 
a new airliner being introduced 
The big American airlines 
are becoming increasingly wor¬ 
ried that if Concorde started 
services to New York from 
London and Paris they would 
lose the bulk of their first- 
class passengers. British Air¬ 
ways and Air France have bad 
tentative approaches from tbe 
United States for the leasing 
of space on their Concordes

he wanted a change in the 
party’s posture and approach 
that he was prepared to stand 
for the leadership. 

“I think- Liberals have been- 
led away from these basic 
principles and need to find 1 
new sense of direction", he 
said. “ People expect of a 
political party total credibility 
' and a dear identity. This we 
can, and roust, -provide.” 

Mr Hooson said that populism 
had been and was the greatest 
threat to the credibility of tne 
Liberal Patty, as k was a threat 
to Western democracy. 

“It is very tempting to 
follow trends which are fashion¬ 
able at the moment but of tittle 
other merit”, he said.

New split over workers m the boardroom

A fresh division over trade 
I unionists io the board room 
has emerged among TUC 
leaders as employers’ suspi¬ 
cious grow that the Govern¬ 
ment will not be able to legis¬ 
late on the unions’ plans for 
“workers’ control". 

The General and Municipal 
Workers' Union, the third larg¬ 
est affiliated to the congress, 
has decided to art alone in 
submitting evidence to the 
Bullock committee of inquiry 
on industrial democracy. It 
will propose less ambitious 
legal provisions that could 
prove acceptable to the Con¬ 
federation of British Industry. 

The GMWU put its evidence 
to the TUC economic commit¬ 
tee last week, with a request 
for its inclusion in fresh TUC 
evidence to the Government- 
appointed inquiry, but it was 
rejected.

Workers at a printing plant 
have agreed to take a temporary 
pay cut to save the company 
from financial trouble. Tbe 210 
employees at Alden and Mow¬ 
bray Ltd, Oxford, will take 
home on average £3 leik a week 
for the next three months. 

Their employees, including 
Mr Douglas Baker, the manag¬ 
ing director, will take a 5 per 
cent cut. The decision was 
taken alter a week of talks 
between management and 
representatives of two unions. 

JJr Baker said: “ Tbe firm is 
suffering from _a drop in 
orders. If this decision had not 
been reached we would hare 
had to make about 10 people 
redundant.” 

Mr John Willoughby, a shop 
steward, said: “ It ms a shock 
when the firm first made the 
suggestion. But in the end it 
seemed the simplest way of 
saving jobs.” 

Another shop steward, Mr 
Ronald Hodges, said : “ After 
tax, a 5 per cent cut is not 
that much. The men are pre¬ 
pared to cut out little extras 
for a few months rather than 
have some people on the dole.” 
Technology warning r National 
newspaper publishers were 
warned yesterday that printing 
unions in Manchester would 
oppose the introduction of new 
technology tbat would minimize 
the selling points of their pro¬ 
ducts (our Labour Staff writes). 

The Print Unions Action 
Group, Manchester, said many 


managements thought new 
technology had presented them 
with a push-button panacea for 
■II their ills. " But it may turn 
out that the sugar-coated pill is 
no more titan a drug which 
deadens perception while a 
fatal disease creeps on, to be 
recognized eventually only 
when it has become irrever¬ 
sible.” 

The group points out that, 
against the national trend, cir¬ 
culation of Manchester-pro¬ 
duced national newspapers has 
grown, and ascribes this to 
*• local flavour ” injected into 
the papers by people who have 
a genuine affinity with the 
region. 

It fears that plans proposed 

by some managements to have 
much of the operation trans¬ 
ferred to London would kill 
off “ local flavour ” and endan¬ 
ger papers’ selling points 

Unions, the group says, will 
welcome new technology, pro¬ 
vided it is used to produce not 
just lower-priced papers that 
prove to be unsalable, but 
newspapers able to make suffi¬ 
cient profits to secure their 
future and provide for die 
inevitably smaller number of 
people trim work for them. 

“We aim to help make 
newspapers fit for the future 
we will not cooperate in a pro¬ 
longed suicide by agreeing to 
schemes in which sound and 
salable editorial concepts are 
sacrificed to technological gim¬ 
micks."

Dublin expects new 
IRA tactics after 
O’Connell release

A reassessment ( _ of the 
strategy of the Provisional IRA 
is expected to be undertaken 
in the Irish Republic next 
month after Mr David 
O'Connell, Its former chief of 
staff, is released from Fort- 
laoise jail. His is still the most 
powerful voice within the 
movement 

Since Mr O’Connell*® surprise 
capture in a Dublin suburb last 
year, there has been increasing 
confusion in the Provisional' 
ranks and a tendency for 
splinter groups to operate with 
relative impunity outside the 
control of the ruling seven- 
man army council. 

At present serving a 12- 
month sentence for member¬ 
ship of an illegal organization, 
Mr O’Connell is reliably tipped 
to reassume his previous posi¬ 
tion after his release, taking 
back control from Mr Seamus 
Tvvompy, the hard line republi¬ 
can who has been acting in a 
caretaker role in his absence. 

Already Mr O’Connell is 
being widely advertised in the 
republican press as the main 
speaker at a large demonstra¬ 
tion planned at the GPO in 
Dublin on April 25, to celebrate 
the sixtieth anniversary of the 
Easter uprising. Plans for the 
commemoration, which include 
special buses and trains for 
republican supporters in all 
parts of Ireland, are causing a 
serious security issue for the 
Irish coalition Government 

Two main results of Mr 
O’Connell’s return to the leader^ 
ship could be a stricter formali¬ 
zation and stepping up of the 
present haphazard bombing 


campaign on the British main¬ 
land, and a formal ending of 
the ceasefire, widely recognized 
as a farce by Provisional^, Gov¬ 
ernment officials and British 
soldiers. 

Meanwhile. the security 
forces in Northern Ireland are 
understood to be treating seri¬ 
ously a threat of renewed 
attacks against British civilians 
made-in Dublin on Saturday by 
a spokesman representing a Pro¬ 
visional splinter group calling 
itself “The Army of Ireland". 

Apart from stating that 
British targets would be selec¬ 
ted on a wider scale, the state¬ 
ment explained a new code 
word would be used to authen¬ 
ticate claims of responsibility \ 
for the planned attacks. 

An indication of the resources 
available to terrorists based in 
tiie republic was given by a 
huge explosives find by. Irish 
troops and police on a remote 
co Offaly farm on Saturday 
night. It was disclosed yester¬ 
day that the haul totalled more 
than four tons of bomb-making 
material 

The raid took place on a 75- 
acre farm and was believed to 
have resulted from a tip-off. 

A policeman was seriously til 
in hospital last nigbr after the 
explosion of a boobytrap bomb 
under the car he was using to 
take his wife and two children 
on a Sunday afternoon outing 
near his home in the small 
Armagh village of Ready. 

Mr Nicholas White, aged 34, 
a former British soldier, who 
was shot on Saturday night, has 
died in a Belfast hospital. He 
was shot as he was working at 
a Belfast discotheque attended 
by young Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. 


Public bodies prosecute 
over hidden convictions

Instances of people being 
prosecuted for not disclosing 
previous convictions when em¬ 
ployed by nationalized organs 
zanons were quoted by the 
National Association of Proba¬ 
tion Officers in a memorandum 
yesterday. 

K It appears unjust that a 
worker should be prosecuted 
for obtaining a pecuniary advan¬ 
tage when his work and beha¬ 
viour have not been in 
question ", it said. 

The memorandum has been 
sent to Mr Arnold Shaw, Labour 
MP for Redbridge, Ilford, 
South, who, Napa says, is seek¬ 
ing an adjournment debate in 
the Commons on the employ¬ 
ment of former offenders by 
public bodies. 

One case cited is of a man 


who worked as a British Rail 
guard for 16 months and was 
described as an exemplary 
employee. But he had not dis¬ 
closed on his application form 
previous convictions which 
came to light during a routine 
check. He was conditionally dis¬ 
charged by the court, but lost 
his job and had failed to get 
it back. 

Because he had served a sen¬ 
tence of more than 30 months 
he was not covered by the 
Rehabilitation of Offenders Act, 
1974^ which. Napo says. Is a 
change for the better out does 
nothing for those who need a 
job on release. 

Napo is not suggesting that i 
public authorities should throw 
caution to the winds, but says 
they should take a more posi¬ 
tive lead in the employment of 
former offenders.

Bail Bill 
‘leaves 
too many ia 
custody ’•

The Bail Bill, with which Mr 
Jenkins, the Home Secrwary, 
hopes-to reduce the number-of 
people remanded in custody,' 
was criticized yesterday,. by_ 
penal reformers.. Mr Nicholas 
Hinton, director of the National 
Association for the Care and 
Resettlement of Offenders 
(Nacro), said that Mr Jenkins 
had gone only half way towards 
his objectives. 

The Bill will provide a statu-, 
tory presumption in favour of, 
bail for unconvicted offenders, 
but Mr Hinton said there would 
s till be a substantial number 
remanded in custody after con¬ 
viction who would be untouched. 

by it. 

He was commenting on a 
joint policy statement on bail 
reform issued yesterday by 

Nacro and the Howard League 

for Penal Reform. Publication 
of the Bill on Friday, preceded 
the penal reformers’ statement, 
which was circulated last week 
with an embargo for release yes¬ 
terday morning. 

While welcoming the Govern¬ 
ment's commitment to legislate, 
the statement adds that the 
presumption' in favour of bail 
should also apply to remands 
after conviction for social in¬ 
quiry or medical reports : 
ft should be a general presumption 
that persons, who have not been 
sentenced to imprisonment should 
be kept out of prison. We are par¬ 
ticularly concerned about .the 
number of remands in custody for 
medical reports after conviction. 
It Is intolerable and absurd that 
people otherwise suitable for ball 
should be sent to prison simply to 
see a doctor. Legislation should 
prohibit medical remands in 
custody except where bail could 
properly be refused- on non- 
medical considerations. 

The statement also recom¬ 
mends that bail pending appeal 
should be granted on the same.- 
criteria as before trial. 

A defendant refused bail loses 
earnings, and may lose his job;. 
He may fall behind with Ms rent, 
and eviction may follow. If he has. 
a family, they may suffer finan¬ 
cially as well as emotionally as .a' 
result of Ms Imprisonment. Our 
law should be altered to make 
compensation available to acquitted 
defendants who have been 
remanded in custody before the 
trial. 

OF 40,808 people in jaH at, 
the end of July last, 3,477. were^ 
unconvicted prisoners awaiting 
trial, and a further. 2,031 had’ 
been remanded in custody for' 
sentence. 

The statement quotes surveys’ 
showing that .two thirds of the 
men and women for whom a 
custodial medical remand was 
deemed necessary did not subset 
quently receive a custodial: 
sentence. ' ■

A smaller proportion of the 
population was eligible for civil 
legal aid in England and Wales 
today than when the scheme 
was introduced in 1950, a sur¬ 
vey has found. 

The survey, commissioned by 
the Lord Chancellor’s Legal 
Aid. Advisory Committee, Also 
showed .that married couples 
were particularly affected by 
this trend. In. 1964 more than 
three-fifths of cobples under 
pensionable age were eligible 
foe- legal aid. By the end of 
1973 that proportion had de¬ 
clined to about a fifth. • 

The main reason .was that 
under the legal aid rule--the 
combined income of a married 
couple was taken into, account 
when either of them applied 
for legal aid. There were many 
more working women,- and the 
income limits for eligibility for 
legal aid- had .hot kept pace 
'with the rise in Average earn¬ 
ings. ’ ’ ,

was., about four-fifths. That 
included, however, married 
couples' having matrimonial 
problems who, for the purpose 
of legal aid, are treated- as 
single. “Indeed, in large part 
eligibility for aid has become 
a function of die very fact of 
marriage breakdown ”, Mr 
Glasser comments. 

An editorial in the Bulletin 
points out that about' nine- 
tenths of cases receiving civil 
legal aid last year were divorces 
or other matrimonial coses, 
costing -the taxpayer nearly 
£10m. it suggests that if there 
was going to be a reduction or 
a standstill in expenditure on 
legal aid in the next few years, 
as proposed by the recent White 
Paper on public expenditure, 
die axe should fall first on 
matrimonial cases. 

“ Virtually all divorces these . 
days are undefended, and legal 
aid.should no longer.be granted . 
automatically but only where 
good reason can be shown, 
'such as where children. or 
property are-under dispute 1 *, it \ 
says. “Butpeople must be able 
to get preliminary advice from 
a solicitor easily,- and conrt 
procedures must be geared to 
the do-it-yourself petitioner.”.

The 650,000 acres of land in 
Britain reserved for Ministry 
of Defence needs is slowly 
being nibbled away.

Senator Jackson gives 
warning on Africa

Washington, March 14 

Senator Henry Jackson de¬ 
clared today that the last thing 
the United States should do 
was to become aligned with 
white minority regimes in south¬ 
ern Africa. Mr Jackson, who is 
often considered the most hard¬ 
line in foreign policy of the 
Democratic candidates for presi¬ 
dential nomination, was asked 
on a national television inter¬ 
view what he would do, as 
President, if the Cubans invaded 
Rhodesia. 

He answered that he would 
try to get a unified position 
among the African nations and 
would not make the grave mis¬ 
take he imputed to Dr Kissin¬ 
ger, the Secretary of State, over 
Angola, of getting “lined up 
with South Africa”. 

Mr Jackson rejected the 
apocalyptic view of those who 
detected growing Soviet domi¬ 
nion in Africa. “ If we are 
patient the black people will 


fight off a new colonialism ”, he 
said. Ironically, it was Mr 
Daniel Moymhan, one of Mr 
Jackson’s most ardent new¬ 
found supporters, who, as 
United Nations representative, 
gave a dramatic warning that 
the Soviet Union was trying to 
“colonize” Africa. 

Mr Jackson admitted that he 
had been wrong on Vietnam. 
The war had been fought, as a 
reside of China’s India war in 
1962 and. President Sukarno’s 
expansionism in Indonesia, 
against the “ domino ” effect 
of espansioism. 

In fact, he recalled, all the 
old “China hands” persecuted 
by Senator Joseph McCarthy in 
the 1950s were the ones who 
had been right about China. 

Asked whether he was not 
falling into the same sort of 
trap with his blind support of 
Israel, Mr Jackson could 
answer only that he had never 
been invited to visit the Arab 
countries. He agreed that he 
had never tried to get invited.

The parliamentary petition con¬ 
tained more than the two-thirds 
of deputies which the President 
originally said he wonld accept, 
but the fact that the Phalangiscs 
and the Chamounists have not 
turned against him has encour¬ 
aged him in his gamble to cling 
to power. 

He also calculates that any 
use of force to drive him oat 
of his Baabda Palace would 
make of him a martyr among 
the Christian electorate and rob 
the insurrectionist of the sup¬ 
port they now enjoy. However, 
he appears to have, overlooked 
the real danger of his continued 
intransigence which was pointed 
out by Mr Kamal Jumblatt, the 
Socialist leader.

Why some white Rhodesians gave up Utopia

Salisbury, March 14 

White Rhodesians, generally, 
have reacted with characteristic 
imperturbability to the latest of 
their misfortunes the closing 
of the border with Mozambique 
and the increased prospect of a 
serious stepping up of the guer¬ 
rilla war. 

Estate agents say that 
immediately after the announce¬ 
ment from Mozambique, a few 
more houses came on the mar¬ 
ket but it was hardly a wide¬ 
spread panic and the property 
business quickly settled down 
again. Politicians and public 
have been scathingly critical of 
what they regard as the exag¬ 
gerated impression of their pre¬ 
dicament presented in the inter¬ 
national press. For more- than 
a decade now, white Rhodesians 
have grown increasingly imper¬ 
vious to the prophecies of doom 
and disaster that have accom¬ 
panied the catalogue of settle¬ 
ment failures. 

They are equally unmoved 
by the almost constant prospect 
of new developments which 
might finally resolve Rhodesia’s 
fate. Whites who support the 
Rhodesian Front Government 


and the 18 per cent who oppose 
iL tend to share, from their 
different perspectives, this 
sense of the immutability—at 
least in the short term—of the 
Rhodesian way of life. 

There may be terrorists in 
the bush but no one appears to 
be frightened. Everybody seems 
satisfied that the security forces 
have the upper hand. 

Petrol rationing is severe, 
shortages of luxury goods— 
caused by the lack of adequate 
foreign currency reserves—are 
increasingly evident in the 
shops, military service is affec¬ 
ting more people more fre¬ 
quently. But these hardships are 
detracting Untie from the plea¬ 
sures of white life here and they 
are contributing to a patriotic 
emotion that white Rhodesians 
like to compare to that of war¬ 
time Britain. 

Walking through the well- 
manicured gardens of Cecil 
Square, lush from the rains, in 
central Salisbury, a stock¬ 
broker, critical of the Govern¬ 
ment, says: “It’s obvious life 
cannot carry on like this but 
we’ve been saying that for 10 
years and it is stiH carrying on, 
isn’t it? So there's no reason 
to leave.” 


But if most whites are main¬ 
taining their sense of well- 
being, the fact remains that a 
few are throwing in the toweL 
Last year, more whites left the 
country , than ia any year since 
1964 O'a st before UDI)—a total 
of 10,500. They have been re¬ 
placed by a total of 12.425 white 
immigrants—the highest since 
1972. A large number of these, 
however, are refugees from 
Mozambique and Angola. Re¬ 
cently. the refugees have 
accounted for a quarter of the 
monthly totals. 

Significantly, most of the 
whites who are leaving are the 
ones Rhodesia can least afford 
to lose—the professional and 
skilled people who find it 
easiest to obtain employment 
elsewhere. One man who left 
this weekend with his wife and 
three chil dren was the 41-year- 
old owner of an engineering 
company manufacturing mining 
equipment. 

He was doing so, he explained, 
because he was unable to see 


like doing business in a strait- 
jacket. Rhodesia is the nearest 
thing there is to Utopia, but zn 
the circumstances that is not 
enough.”

Thais split on future of US bases

With only 10 days 'to go" 
before the remaining American 
forces in Thailand must leave, 
the Thai Government has still 
not reached formal agreement 
with the United States on the 
number of advisers or installa¬ 
tions to remain. 

A Foreign Ministry announce¬ 
ment released today carries 
the threat that unless agree¬ 
ment is reached on “ broad 
principles” before Saturday, 
all American installations and 
technicians will have to go. 

The statement is more impor¬ 
tant for the split it reveals 
between the Foreign Ministry, 
which .wants tighter control on 
American staff and advisers, 
and the Thai military. In any 
clash of wflls between these 
two the military is likely to 
prevail as the armed forces 
have the ultimate strength to 
back up any position they take. 


Mr Kukrit Pramoj, the Thai 
Prime Minister, emphasized 
yesterday that the United States 
must negotiate directly with the 
Foreign Ministry rather than 
with the supreme command on 
future force levels. There is 
little evidence, however, to 
suggest that the United States 
has tried this tactic. 

Instead, the United States 
can rely on the strongly anti¬ 
communist armed forces to 
make their views known to the 
Foreign Ministry in any nego¬ 
tiations for both landing rights 
at the former B52 air base at 
.Utapao and the retention of 
key communications installa¬ 
tions in north and north-east 
Thailand. 

The National Students Centre 
of- ThaHand has demanded 
clarification of the withdrawal 
programme from Major-General 
Ohatichai Choonhavan, the 
Foreign Mini ster. Last week, 
however, the centre announced 


that it did not object in prin¬ 
ciple to American advisers 
remaining in Thailand. . 

The biggest remaining bone 
of contention is the number of 
advisers who will be permitted 
to stay. At present, estimates 
of their numbers vary between 
500 and 4,000. Sources dose to 
the Prime Minister, estimate 
that 2,000 will probably remain. 

The Americans have already 
been assured of landing rights 
at Utapao after Saturday in an 
emergency. One possible way 
of dealing with any military re¬ 
fuelling stops by the United 
States is simply making It. a 
commercial operation under 
Thai civilian authority.

Zulu leader 

calls for 

majority rule 
in S Africa

Jo hannes burg, March 14 

In one of the most outspoken 
public statements by a blac^ 
South African leader for. years. 
Chief Gatsha Buthelezi. the 
Zdlu leader, today denounced 
the Nationalise Government s 
“homelands” policy and said 
chat the country must now move 
towards majority rule. 

He called for a series of black 

national conventions to discuss 
such matters as foreisn invest¬ 
ments in South Africa, the 
“ h omelan ds ” independence 
issue and the country’s foreign 
policy, particularly the move to 
achieve detente with black 
Africa. 

Chief Buthelezi. who was 
addressing 12,000 people packed 
into Jabulani Stadium in 
Soweto, the sprawling African 
townshio outside Johannesburg, 
was making probably the most 
important policy statement of 
bis political career. 

It was clear that in doing so 
he was attempting to speak as a 
leader of all South African 
blacks, not just the Zulus, and 
also trying to broaden bis 
Inkatha National Cultural Lib¬ 
eration Movement into an all 
embracing black political organ¬ 
ization—a potential successor 
to the banned African National 
Congress (ANC). 

Chief Buthelezi said that the 
whole world must be told that 
South Africa's blacks despised 
what some people euphemistic¬ 
ally called “separate develop¬ 
ment”. South Africa was one 
country, it bad one destiny and 
one economy. 

Those who were attempting 
to divide the land into “home¬ 
lands" were “fighting against 
the force of history that began 
marching across Africa in the 
1960s and which had all bat 
reached South Africa's borders 
by 1976.” 

He went on to loud cheers: 
“ History will triumph over 
apartheid. It will triumph be- 
case m the final analysis his¬ 
tory is made by majorities and 
not by minorities. Minorities 
cannot prevail for ever.” 

Chief Buthelezi made it clear 
that he was not advocating vio¬ 
lence. “ I ain offering a black 
hand of friendship to the whites 
of Sooth Africa—probably far 
the last time.” But it was en¬ 
tirely up to the whites whether 
the revolution unfolding in 
South Africa would be peaceful 
or bloody. 

The chief, who was greeted 
by chants of “ Amandin Aiceto ” 
(“ Power is ours ") and “ Son- 
quopba Simunye ” (“We shall 
conquer as one”), said it was 
time for Mr Vorster, the Prime 
Minister, and white South 
Africa as a whole to realize 
they could not expect support 
from black South Africans in 
their struggle to maintain white 
dominance in southern Africa. 

Unless d&ente began at home 
it would not succeed ' across 
South Africa’s borders. In his 
opinion detente bad not only 
failed but the Government had 
burnt its fingers in Angola. 

The events in the former 
Portuguese territories had 
“ brought • a new • sense of 
nationalist awareness into the 
hearts and minds of South 
Africa’s blacks” He was con¬ 
vinced that black nationalism 
would prove to be the deter¬ 
minant force in South African 
politics. 

It is clear that Chief Butfce- 
lezTs. watershed speech today is 
a direct challenge to Mr 'Vors¬ 
ter to modify his domestic 
policies while there is still 
rim e.

Mrs Gandhi likely to visit 
Moscow in the summer

Delhi, March 14 

Mrs Gandhi, the Indian 
Prime Minister, is expected to 
visit the Soviet Union this 
summer. 

This is one reason why Mr L 
K. Gujral, Indian Ambassador- 
designate to the Soviet Union, 
has been requested to take 
up his post quickly. Working 
out the Prime Minister's itiner¬ 
ary will be one of his imme¬ 
diate jobs. 

The Soviet Union has been 
pressing for the return visit of. 
Mrs Gandhi for some time. 
After Mr Brezhnev's visit to 
Delhi in 1973, Indian Foreign 
Ministers have gone to Moscow 
but not the Prime Minister. 
She had, however, accepted the 
Soviet leader’s invitation which 
was renewed again and again. 

Relations between India and 
Russia are friendly. As Mrs. 
Gandhi said id an interview 
with Moscow television in 
December, relations were 
based on abiding principles and 
not transient factors. In his 
report to the Soviet Com¬ 
munist Party Congress, Mr 
Brezhnev, said that the Soviet 
Union attached special import¬ 
ance to the friendship with 
“that great country, India”. 


However, a few things can 
become irritants. For example, 
the exchange ratio between the 
rupee and the rouble has not 
been fixed since the rupee was 
detached from the pound ster¬ 
ling. There is also a report 
that Soviet arms_ have found 
their way to Pakistan through 
North Korea. Delhi has sought 
information from Moscow al¬ 
though North Korea has denied 
the sales of arms to Pakistan. 

Mrs Gandhi, who may be 
accompanied by Mr Chavan, 
the Foreign Minister, will 
exchange views with the Soviet 
leaders on international events. 
The detente between Moscow 
and Washington may come up 
for special discussion.

The glory that was Durrell 


Spirit ed Place 
BBC-2

Because - • this opening . pro¬ 
gramme of BBC Ts Spirit of 
Place travelogues was about the 
Greek islands, Rhodes, Crete, 
and Corfu, I had a moment of 
despair when die- colour TV 
broke down on Saifmiay morn¬ 
ing. NonnaHy we tend to forget 
colour these days, take it for 
granted. The TV ‘ repair man 
came, however, in‘the nick of 
time. But I don’t think it really 
would have, mattered. Not that 
the producer; Peter Adam and 
the cosmopolitan team in this 
French and German co-produc¬ 
tion, didn’t do a fine job with 
that odd and magic white sun¬ 
light of Greece, but here was 
one of those rare television-pro¬ 
grammes when pictures, camera 
angles, and -colour took second 
pjace lo words_ because this was 
Laurence DurrelPs Greece and 
he is a poet and his talk has a 
magic all of its own. 


. Corfu, which has- been 
Durrell’s home most of the time 
•since the 1930s, was naturally 
the star: of - the show- Durrell 
■told us how the French bad 
come to Corfu, fallen- m love 
with the place, and tried to turn 
it into Paris; but then, be said, 
the French fell asleep. Next, he 
said, the British came, fell, in 
love with the place and said, 
let's, administrate it, and.built 
a lovely piece of Colonial archi¬ 
tecture—and then ’ fell asleep. 
The remains of the Raj are seen 
now in Corfu in ginger beer 
- and cricket, which is played not 
only by visiting Engh^mraa but 
also by kids in the-back-streets. 

-This was perhaps an old Storys 
something . every travelogue 
always tells yon about Corfu. 
DurreE’s Greece snapped to life 
when be attempted to explain 
the unexplainable: the. lure of 
the islands, the link~with - the. 
Homeric past—“ two opt of five 
words are Homeric"—the feel¬ 
ing of myth and magic. Here he 
was musing out kiudi-talking to 
himself, and sometimes' one 
thought he was being a touch 
too ripe. But Durrell has a way 


-of-bringing a purple passage 
down to earth with a sudden 
common everyday word: “The 
flowerbed of ancient Greek 
• mythology ” he saad, “ is always 
at your elbow ”; looking at the 
• villagers dancing in their old- 
■ fashioned costumes, he said they 
- ~were'“as colourful as a pack of 
cards". 

•’ Because of this eartfainess he 
could get away with overblown 
and breathless phrases about 
ihe siesta “ when Pan takes 
over”, quotations from T.. S. 
Eliot, from his own poems and 
novels, and sucb marvels of the 
--travel-brochure -banal as 
“ Greece offers you something 
else — discovery of yourself.” 
The .corny sniff came because 
the programme was too long, 
8.35 to 9.50, and Durrell was 
perhaps nodding over his script, 
but there were many bright 
moments when the poet in 
DurreH took over and one 
realized that the viewer also has 
ears. I did not superstitionsly 
■ blame DurrelTs purple prose 
.when a TV set went on fire 
right after the show. 


ECO/Mackerras 
Queen Elizabeth Hail -

Having grumbled often in tbe 
past about the stereotyped pro¬ 
grammes -served up in the 
South Bank haEs, I feel a bit 
mean complaining about Fri¬ 
day’s curious, mdhmge conduc¬ 
ted by Charles Mackerras. Per¬ 
haps in any rase its worst fault 
was one of sequence. 

If Dvorak’s Czech suite- and 
Barber’s Violin Concerto belong 
in. the . same programme, it is 
because they are. alike in tone, 
not contrasting. They should at 
least have been separated from 
each other. And so- should 
Saint-Saens’s Introduction and 
Rondo Capriccioso from Strav¬ 
insky’s Daises concertantes ; by, 
I would suggest, the distance 
one could throw the Saint-SaSns, 
which is. 'pretty far, • - . 

A programme of that kind 


absolutely demands' top-class 
playing, and fortunately it got 
xt, ..both- from the English 
Chamber Orchestra,- which- so 
rarely lets its patrons dowr^ 
and above all from the Bolivian 
violinist Jaime Laredo, who 
shoived every quality one- could 
desire of a fiddle-player except; 
because he. played nothing 
which caUed for it, inteBectual 
' mettle. • •_ - r .- 

Barber's concerto is largely 
an exercise in romantic lyrical 
doodling, (how different from 
the rhetorical first symphony, 
OF a year or two -earlier in the 
Thirties), but with'a - short 
bravura finale tacked on to the 
-end. By no stretch could it be. 
called a well-balanced. work. 
But Laredo made the Very best 
df it, with lyrical playing of 
unsurpassable sweetness and 
elegance '. in . tbe first two 
movements, and then a spark¬ 
ling display of rapid spiccato 
bowing in the finale. He also 
threw off the Saint-SaSns with 
complete assurance and admir¬ 


able lightness and discretion 
And it went, after all, not so 
very far. ' 

- The orchestral part of the 
programme was decidedly tail- 
' heavy, for Dvorak’s suite, 
although charming and entirely 
characteristic, is rather unvary¬ 
ingly benign, whereas Stravin¬ 
sky’s Danses concertantes, 
which came towards the end of 
. the evening, is soEd and punchy 
and at last gave us something 
. to catch hold of in mind and 
memory. It was smartly played, 
except for a few minor impre¬ 
cision s. 

1 As for the Cbacoane and Pas 
setd from tbe baUet music of 
Mozart’s Idomeneo, Mackerras 
may well have been regretting 
their exclusion from the current 
. English National performances 
of the opera, at least to* judge 
from bis* vigorous-and-brilliant 
. reading. In the Mozart and 
Stravinsky, too, the ECO were 
back' on borne ground. An 
initially eccentric Evening 
ended, after aQ, with a flourish.

Xt is something for-which'Hod- 
dinotfs-way with timbres is well 
suited, although it is doubtful 
whether the grey, white and 
crimson of the ode is” evoked 
in the Estenet’s mind^ any more 
than purple, red, blue and green 
were 54 years ago in- Bliss’s 
Colour .Symphony, where in any 
rase the motivation was partly 
. heraldic- - 

- What matter^, and where the 
work succeeds, is that a-shifting 
pattern of textures provides the 
contrast to hold the attention, 
and that the linear'writing high 
'in the‘horns and strings,' coupled 
with curving woodwind solos, 
moving across blocks of brass 
chords, heavy , in density* really 
does suggest- the movement of 
light across a spreading land¬ 
scape. It is among Hoddinotf s 
most successful and directly 
argued works, and was respon¬ 
sively played by the BBC, welsh 

- Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by Boris Brott in a programme 

-which, -coincidentally-, included 
one of the most, effective pieces 


of atmosphere painting in 
orchestral 1 sound, d ej Falla’s 
Nights in the Gardens pf Spain, 
owing much on this occasion to 
Joaquin Achucarro’s idiomatic 
response to the magic of the 
piano writing. j 

The festival began : with the 
premiere of part of Richard 
Roderick Jones’s Scenes and 
Madrigals for male choir, some- 
■thing which found the Pendyrus 
Choir uDder Gfynne Jones' at 
their finest; A chance to hear 
the cycle complete will prob¬ 
ably remove existing impres¬ 
sions of inadequate contrast. 
The movements already heard 
suggestthat this promising 
young composer is now toughen¬ 
ing his style and has caught tbe 
spirit of medieval poetry sensi¬ 
tively. 

■ Randall Thompson's Testa¬ 
ment of Freedom, a setting 
made of. some .of Jefferson’s 
writings in 1943, received its 
first British performance in the 
same concert, serving merely to 
show. bow. emptv die finest 
sentiments can be made to 
sound when the music is suffi¬ 
ciently banal. 


Israel in Egypt 
St Pancras Church : 

Thomas Walker . . 

Whoever compiled the text of 
Israel in Egypt, and it may 
have been Handel himself, 
posed' an extraordinary chal¬ 
lenge to the composer’s powers 
of image-painring, end charac¬ 
terization. It is not just the 
frogs and flies, the waves mid 
tbe fire, winch call to die 
pictorial imagination, but even 
more the less tangible dements 
—the mental states of Egypt¬ 
ians mid Jews^—which -crave 
differentiation and contrast. 

- That may be one reason why 
Handel dipped so heavily into 
the barrel of his own and 
others’ works, not only for mind- 
fielders, but for structures and 
textures of natire movements. 
Insects buzz over die landscape 
(perhaps better seascape) of 
StradeUa’s Serenata LI Bar- 
cheggio; Egyptians agonize to 
organ fugues of Handel and 
Johan Caspar KerlL Sections of 
earlier church works probably 
jostle sources as yex undis¬ 
covered. The fascinating result 


in das “case .lies more in the 
flexibilities end ambiguities of 
imrobue- musical language than 
Hi - ~ttie~- Handdians 5 stock in 
trade that the whole was fused 
in the crucihde of the com¬ 
poser’s genius. ■ 

Handel succeeded in passing 
on afi his challenges to the 
chorus; end Laszlo Hebay’s 
Collegium' Musicum of London, 
who performed the work on 
Saturday night er St Pancras 
Parish Church, met them head 
on. Theirs was a performance 
which, made its points by judi¬ 
cious but often exciting tempos 
and -well-contxasred, articulate 
singing. The SO young singers 
made a powerful double chorus 
in the small, very Eve church, 
and showed do signs of flagging 
despate their nearfy continuous 
gymnastics. 

Charles Brett gave a dear 
and persuasive account of the 
recitatives and the single tenor 
air. Neil Jenkins was the clarion 
counter-tenor in “Thou Shale 
Bring Them In”, and Simon 
Grant- - -and Richard Lloyd 
Morgan were an aggressive and 
evenly matched pair of heralds 
in “The Lord is a Man of 
War”. 


Haile/Lou ghran 
Festival Hall

Is The Rite of Spring beard 
earlier last week ax the Festival 
Hall, or die Symphonie Fan- 
tastique, played by die Halle 
on Friday the more astonishing 
and revolutionary work for Its 
time ? Perhaps the BerEoz, 
simply because it was breaking 
even more new ground than 
the Stravinsky, or so it seemed 
in thin performance undo: 
James Loughran, which empha¬ 
sized tbe extraordinary textual 
and philosophical changes that 
the work both heralded and led. 
Each time we hear this conduc¬ 
tor and orchestra in London 
they seem to'take'a step nearer 
top international class, Germany 
and Hongkong have recently 
acclaimed them, and even in 
tin's most taxing work there 
were only a few moments when 
the performance -fell at aH 
below the high standard die 
HaU£ has now set itsalf. 

Without any lessening of the 
tensions and excitements of the 
more obviously showy moments 
in the . score, Mr Loughran 
allowed much inner detail 
through, particularly in giving 
a wonderful luminosity to .die 
series of held chords .that close 
the first movement or search¬ 
ing out horn parts throughout 
the waltz. Mr^ Loughran also 
understands how to -encourage 
his strings to bow a long and 
typical BerEozian line, so that 
the main theme of the Adagio 


was spun out with the right 
yearning eloquence. Both the 
March to the Scaffold and tbe 
Witches' Sabbath left Etde to 
be desired in virtuoso attack 
and true fantasy. 

What technical faults there 
were occurred mostly in the 
opening movement (Mr Lough¬ 
ran properly repeated the first 
section) where the interpreta¬ 
tion at first seemed tentative. 
There had also been signs of 
untidiness in Ravel’s Alborado 
del Gradoso at the start of the 
concert, but these had been 
altogether banished by a 
startlingly dramatic account of 
Mozart’s D minor concerto. 

The motivating force here 
was the soloist Annie Fischer, 
who gave an object-lesson i n the 
me anin g of the words maturity 
and -experience. Every phrase 
was thought through with a 
compiling assurance that was 
part of an equally compelling 
whole. She was given a proph¬ 
etic lead in the first movement 
by Mr Loughran. So much can 
be set in motion by those open¬ 
ing, restless strings, particularly 
the upward phrases on tbe 
cellos and basses, and here they 
were given the urgency that 
created the frame for Miss 
Fischer’s forceful, almost tragic 
playing. 

She was no less vital, but 
more relaxed in tbe slow move¬ 
ment; yrith the second para¬ 
graph as richly articulated as 
one could wish and the turbul¬ 
ence'of the middle section, one 
or two smudges apart, a 
splendid contrast. Tbe Finale , 
brilliant and positive, crowned 
the reading.

Once Upon a Time 
is about the lore of old age— 
a fairy tale about an old man 
who faDs in love with a young 
girL The Promise, Arbuzov’s 
best known play outside Russia, 
which ran for two years in the 
West End, is about young love.

George Eliot 

The Emergent Self 

By Ruby V. Redinger 

(Rodley Bead, £6J95) 

Nothing of its kind is likely 
to displace iii our imagination 
the meeting between Boswell 
and Johnson in - Tom Davies’s. 
back parlour. But there is a 
little-known similar encounter 
whose fruits were almost as 
great, for some readers greater. 
No “If ” in_ history can be de¬ 
termined with certainty. Yet, 
even allowing for Herbert 
Spencer’s _ later share in the 
affair, it is not fanciful to be¬ 
lieve that bad John Chapman 
not introduced Marian Evans 
to Georgs Henry Lewes in 
Jeffs’s bookshop on October 6, 
1851, Adam Bede, The Mill on 
the Floss, Silas Mamer, Middle- 
march, and George Eliot’s other 
masterpieces would never have 
been written. 

One of the main themes of 
Professor Redinger’s study I s of 
Marian Evans’s 1 if e-loo g need 
of security. .F. W. H. Myers’s 
over-quoted talk with her in the 
Fellows* Garden at Trinity has 
given subsequent generations a 
picture of George Eliot as a 
solemn, awesome sibvl, utter¬ 
ing eternal verities.- Tne novels 
themselves have a massive 
assurance. George Eliot: The 
Emergent Seif analyses a 
woman adrift from whatever 
moorings she originally Had. 
Self-choice of names can be 
revealing. Mary Anne Evans, 
Mary Ann Evans, Marian 
Evans. M Mrs Lewes ”, George 
Eliot, Mary Ann Cross was for 
much of her life a woman in 
search of an identity. Lewes 
save her a firmly anchored one 
for 24 years. It was in tbeir 
first real home together—she 
was then 36—-that The Sad For¬ 
tunes of the Reverend Amos 
Barton, her earliest fiction, was 
written. She wrote none after 
Lewes died. Eighteen months 
later she sought a new har¬ 
bourage hv marrying the kind 
and competent John Walter 
Cress. . , 

Yet she had never been 
starved of human relationships. 
Her father, her brother Isaac, 
Charles Hennell. Dr Brabant, 
John Chapman. Herbert Spen¬ 
cer, the unidentified artist 
suitor, she became emotionally 
involved with them all. Consi¬ 
deration of those among them 
who were possible husbands 
makes us thankful that her lot 
finally fell in with -Lewes. In 
spite of the pleasure his Life 
and works of Goethe has given 
English readers for over a cen¬ 
tury, Lewes is still an under¬ 


valued man. Where George 
. Eliot is concerned he can never 
be over-valued. He not only 
gave her, in Professor Redin¬ 
ger's words, “ happiness ... a 
growing sense of security and 
self-identity ?. He persuaded 
her that novel-writing would 
not be self-indulgence, and was 
a mentor and constructive 
critic. Professor Redinger also 
displays the patient understand¬ 
ing of John Blackwood. The Dne 
sad blot on that relationship 
was George Eliot’s leaving 
Blackwood for Smith Elder 
when Romola was to te pub- 
Eshed. It was no great loss to 
Blackwood,, but he couhl not 
know that at the time. He was 
right to think he had been 
badly treated. Then and later 
he acted magnanimously. 
George EEot was never an easy 
author to cope with. Sure and 
unsure, fretful, over-sens:tive, 
combining fierce artistic integ¬ 
rity with, for many years, a 
pressing need for all the money 
she could get, she had to be 
delicately handled. John Black¬ 
wood and his shrewd brother 
William deserve the thanks of 
posterity. . 

George Eliot’s life and 
character now interest us only 
in so far as they were seminal 
for her novels. Professor Redin¬ 
ger, who has spent 15 years on 
this biography, shows the psy¬ 
chological thread, woven from 
childhood and adolescent ex¬ 
perience, running through most 
of them. She deals with each in 
the course of her narrative— 
only her treatment of Middle- 
march is disappointing—in 
relation tn George Eliot's inner 
life, particularly her brother 
Isaac’s “ desertion ” of her. 
Occasionally one felt this theme 
was being Overworked. A re¬ 
reading of in a “Brother and 
Sister” -sonnet sequence of 
1869—the truest poetry George 
Eliot ever wrote—persuades us 
it is valid. The 11 ooems have 
a convincing simplicity. 

Professor Redinger uses a 
mass of documentation wirh 
Exeat perspicacity. Throughout 
she is dealing with hox-m 
beings, not abstractions.. Her 
biography is so peonied and 
packed that it can ba ‘ireful :o 
refresh one’s memorv about the 
mam dinreatogy and bas ! c 
fans of George Eliot’s life 
before embariang on it. There 
j* the DNS. or Mrs Psar! 
Craigie’s snide in \«. e 
eleventh edition of the Eiicv-'q. 
Pbe*« Britcnnica . sail on'e' of

Those pessimistic over the 
Brussels office-letting market 
are criticized in a report pre¬ 
pared by Jones Lang Wow ton, 
winch says that its momentum 
has been maintained and that 
there could even be difficulties 
of supply by next year. Critics 
of the market, it says, probably 
did not envisage the changing 
sources of demand, which have 
kept lettings fairly constant in 
recent years. 

ZN 1974, most space was 
taken by administrative occu¬ 
piers. Last year demand came 
principally from Belgian and 
international commercial orga¬ 
nizations already installed and 
wanting new and larger offices. 
The beginning of this year has 
shown renewed interest from 
fresh international commercial 


glum. The report says that is 
significant because such a 
market has scarcely existed for 
the past 18 months. 

The firm therefore, expects 
to let mnch space this year. 
Because few bondings have 
been, started since 1974, unlet 
and pending space is 
likely to be largely absorbed by 
1977 in the chief office loca¬ 
tions of Brussels. Total demand 
for office space during 1975, 
the firm says, amounted to 
282,940 sq metres, compared 
with 285^20 sq metres In 1974. 

The same London agents were 
Involved in a large transaction 
in Copenhagen where, as a 
result of rationalization of its 
construction equipment opera¬ 
tions, . the Ford Industrial 
Equipment Co -is to sell its 
industrial and warehouse bond¬ 
ing in the southern port area. 
It covers about 16,915 sq metres 
on a waterfront site of some 
2.227 hectares, about half-way 
between the centre of the city 
and the airport. With Copen¬ 
hagen now the principal trading 
point between the EEC and 
Scandinavia, much interest is 
expected from European' and 
overseas companies and the 
property is to be marketed 
internationally, except in 
North America. 

Another possibility is its use 
as an exhibition centre. Jones 
Lang Wootttm says that en¬ 
larging the site would not be 
difficult since the harbour 
authority would be prepared to 
fill In part oE the dock to 
create as much as 13,000 sq 
metres of extra land. .

Deep-sea mining is the other field in 
which international agreement may be 
anticipated by the unilateral action of 
government, it is a subject on which the 
conference is still divided, despite some 
narrowing of the gap towards the end of 
the Geneva session and in informal inter- 
sessional discussions since. AIL are agreed 
that an international authority should be 
set. up to govern the exploration and 
exploitation of minerals on the deep-sea 
bed, especially important among which are 
manganese nodules, which contain rich 
deposits of nickel, copper and cobalt. 
There are deep differences, however, about 
the powers and functions of the proposed 
new authority. 

Tbe United States Congress, however, is 
likely soon to pass a Bill-which would 
allow the United States authorities to 
grant licences for deep-sea mi ning. * and 
there are az least three international 
consortia capable, within a few years, of 
s tar ting full-scale min i n g operations. 
They would prefer to nune under an 
internationally agreed regime; but if given 
the go-ahead by the United States, and 
as suming financial, legal and political fac¬ 
tors to be favourable,^ they would start 
operating without waiting for the law of 


the sea conference to reach agreement. 

At the end of the Geneva session, a 
single negotiating text was draw up, which 
will form the basis for tbe discussions in 
New York. On some issues the text reflects 
a consensus, on others it states propositions 
■which are not necessarily widely accepted, 
and on which considerable debate is expec¬ 
ted. 

The main issues, -apart from those 
already mentioned, are still the same. The 
concept of a 200 -mile exclusive economic 
zone has now been generally -accepted, 
but there are still differing views on tbe 
extent of the coastal state’s jurisdiction 
over the. zone, especially over navigation, 
poUation, and scientific research in the 
area between its territorial sea and the 
200 miles. 

Britain (whose delegation to the confer¬ 
ence has a new leader, Mr Donald Logan, 
following the retirement of Sir Roger 
Jackling) is particularly concerned to re¬ 
tain its jurisdiction over the United King¬ 
dom continental shelf, which extends far¬ 
ther _ than 200 miles. It is prepared to 
consider a revenue-sharing arrangement 
with the poorer countries, in respect of 
the resources beyond 200 miles. There is 
also general acceptance of a 12 -mile terri¬ 
torial sea, but some disagreement over 
the extent of the right to navigate through 
international straits which are parr of a 
coastal state’s territorial sea. The control 
of marine pollution, too, will be the sub¬ 
ject of intense debate. 

The New York talks should make some 
progress, and it is not unlikely that follow¬ 
up talks later in 1976 will clinch agree¬ 
ment, at least in principle, on all the 
important issues, and that an international 
law of the sea convention will be signed 
in 1977, although it will not;, of course, 
come -into operation until ratified by a 
sufficient number of states. This could 
take several years.

Journalists’ dosed shop 

From the General Secretary of the 
Institute of Journalists 
Sir, The letter from die General 
Secrerary of the National Union of 
Journalists (March 12 ) apparently 
invites us to Delieve that the actions 
of its Barnsley branch were nothing 
more than an innocent exchange of 
information between trade unions, 
an exercise with no motive other 
than communication for -‘its own 
sake. He does not offer even this 
or any other explanation of why 
sudi an apolitical branch of his 
.apolitical union should also have 
approached the Labour group of-the 
local borough council. However, the 
Barnsley branch secretary at. least 
has no illusions about what he is- 
doing. He wrote to the editor of 
the Barnsley Chronicle on Fr'-Tinny 
1 10 telling him that the organizations 
approached had been asked to 
"withdraw their cooperation from 
non-union journalists ”. 

Mr Morgan professes horror at 
the defence that the Institute of 
Journalists has suggested editors 
should adopt against this threatened 
interference with their legitimate 
rights. Our actual words were: 

* Those 'organizations cooperating 
.with s the NUJ must be made to 
understand that for so long as they 
' m aintain a ban, information about 
.their activities will have to come 
from other sources which may well 
be either inadequately informed or 
hostile, or both 

" Would Mr Morgan'really be dis¬ 
tressed if a newspaper took this 
attitude towards a Conservative- 
controlled local authority which 
refused to talk to an accredited 
municipal correspondent who was a 
member of the NUJ but was sus¬ 
pected of-Labour sympathies ? If 
aol 'what is the difference ? 

Elsewhere .'you Teport that Mr 
.Morgan assured the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on the Press that under no 
circumstances would the union take 
.action that could, interfere with the 
freedom . of the press. I do not 
question his good faith now any 
more than I _did. when he gave, 
similar assurances about a year ago 
which were promptly repudiated by 
his union’s annual delegate meeting. 
But I am astonished—even more 
now than I was then—that be, or 
anyone else, feels able to commit 
the NUJ with such confidence. 

The union’s recent history in¬ 
cludes derisions by postal vote 
reversed by delegate meetings, the 
.opposite, and derisions of the 
National Executive reversed or 
varied by tfoth. The latest volte- 
face is a. request to the ADM to 
restore with variations the special 
class of membership for editors that 
it abolished with every sign of deep- 
rooted conviction two years ago. 

It is difficult not 3o suspect that 
much of tins continual turnabout is 
prompted by the NUJTs desire to 
present a reassuring image while 
the trade union legislation is being

Professional' conscience 

From Mr G. A. Dummett. . 

Sir, Parliament and the press have 
rightly called attention-to the neces¬ 
sity to provide for those who refuse 
to join a trade union on genuine 
grounds of conscience. But one mat- 
ter of conscience, professional 
conscience, seems to : be - being 
ignored by politicians and industry - 
alike:- 

Professional people and chartered 
engineers in particular, are bound 
by their codes of conduct to actin 
the public interest. They are trained 
to be independent and they have 
therefore preferred not to align 
themselves with non-professional 
interests. This is as much a matter 
of conscience to them as their other 
convictions. On it their integrity 
depends. 

They constitute a large and signi¬ 
ficant section of the industrial com¬ 
munity. Most of. the. specialized 
expertise rests in them' and they 
form the essential link .between top 
management and die shop floor, 
drawing office, laboratory and mar¬ 
ket place. They should be 
encouraged to speak their minds 
without restriction. 

It may well be that this can only 
be done if they are .organized in 
suitable trade unions. The Council 
of Engineering Institutions has 
recently recommended that they 
should consider doing so. 

< However, because of the polariza¬ 
tion of private industry in:o 
employers on the one hand and sl op 
floor or white collar unions on rite 
other, professional people are bsi:ig 
forced to join unions that neither 
represent their interests nor are able 
to respect their code of conduct. 

. If this be allowed to continue, the 
voice of the professional man will 
be stifled and his contribution to 
the well-being of industry fettered. 

The Council of Engineering Insti¬ 
tutions therefore urges that, firstly, 
the adherence to a professional'code 
of conduct be accepted as a genuine . 
ground of conscience for refusing 
to join a particular union and. 
secondly; that employers accept the 
need to recognize unions that cater 
for the special requirements of pro¬ 
fessional people. Otherwise their 
independence is likely to be lost and 
tiie country to suffer irreparably:

The fathers are sensitive men whose 
work is bring hampered by financial 
anxiety; and tin. many cases the 
cfaildreh are going through an ex¬ 
perience which will turn them 
against Christianity in later life.

The changing face of time 


The Trafalgar Watch Company 
vraa a prime mover, when it vras 
formed six years ago, in the 
retailing revolution which took 
watches out of 'the ' confines 
of - -the specialised jewelry 
trade outlets, and into the 
supermarkets and other mass 
dismbution stores. 

Willy Herrmann, Trafalgar's 
chairman, can now -claim to be 
the largest distributor in this 
country of low-priced Swiss 
watches, with a prospective 
turnover this year of about 
£6.5m. He is selling some 

750,000 annually to Tesco alone. 

Now , Trafalgar- are gearing 
up for what looks like being 
die biggest shake-up in the 
indus&Qr for half a century—the 
digital watch revolution. Tradi¬ 
tional watchmakers, like the 
Swiss,, have been playing down 
this development from the semi¬ 
conductor business in the 
United States as a passing fad. 
But it is fast becoming 
apparent that even Swiss com¬ 
panies, late in the day, are look¬ 
ing either to partnership deals 
with the Americans or to semi¬ 
conductor company takeovers 
to acquire the technology. 

The Japanese, the other main 
manufacturer of traditional 
watch parts, have been almost 
equally' slow to jump on the 
digital band-waggon, . even 
Though they are better placed 
'domestically than the Swiss to . 
take, advantage ‘ of semi-con- ‘ 
doctor technology. 

Last year there were not 
enough digital watches to go 
round—as the semi-conductor 
giants, seeing digital-watches as 
the next big market for their 

technology after hand-held cal¬ 
culators, lurched towards mass- 
production. Mr Herrmann says 
not enough were coming into 
the United Kingdom, except for 
odd batches, to allow consistent 
marketing to develop until last 
autumn. * 

Tesco put 20,000 on their 
shelves then at just under £30 
each and were sold out in a 
few days. By Easter digitals 
from Trafalgar will be in their 
stores again, this time at “ well 
under £20 ’’—probably rather 
less than £18. 


One American estimate an 
digital sales is that while out 
of 220 million watches made 
worldwide last year only 3-5 
million were digital,' by 1980 
this type will' account for 90 
million out of a total of 320 mil¬ 
lion. or some 28 per cent of the 
market. The United Kingdom 
digital market in 19S0 is put 
at 4 million units worth £4Sm. 

While the average digital 
Watch price last year was £90, 
-this year it should be half that 
and by 1980 it is expected to 
stand at £12. 

Mr Herrmann estimates likely 
United Kingdom digital sales 

this year at 1 million, with 
Trafalgar accounting for half of 
them. He thinks digitals at 
about'£9 retail are not too far 
away for this country with sales 
inevitably rising further. 

The big breakthrough, he be¬ 
lieves, would be an improve¬ 
ment in battery technology 
which would allow digitals with 
LED (light emitting diode) dis- 
' plays to show information all 
the time instead of only at the 
push of a button. 

The digital watch operates 
■ basically- with three com- 

g onents, all powered by a small, 
uttoD-sliaped battery. There is 
a quartz crystal which vibrates, 
in most watches, at 32,768 
cycles per second. An integrated 
circuit consolidates the vibra¬ 
tions into one pulse per second, 
.while also accumulating - the 
pulses to compute minutes, 
hours and days (in some 
watches even giving times in 
alternative time zones). 

The integrated circuit then 
transmits its signals to the dis¬ 
play like an electronic calcu¬ 
lator. LED displays are those 
most used, although some digi¬ 
tals employ liquid crystal be¬ 
cause less battery demand 
allows a permanent display. 
Liquid crystal displays, how¬ 
ever, have not been as discern¬ 
ible-as LED in some difficult 
light conditions, although some 
improvements have been made. 

Mr Herrmann, a one-time 
jewelry trade wholesaler, 
bui-tt: his watch business by buy¬ 
ing In from Switzerland ivarrii 
movements which tbe Swiss by 
then had equipped IvJs 


to mass-produce. He reckons 
that by putting watches into 
impulse-buying areas like super¬ 
markets, idle multiples and out¬ 
lets Kite newsagents the market 
has been increased by 33 per 
cent in the United Kingdom in 
the past six years. The develop¬ 
ment of pcHer-proof stands was 
a turning point; especially with 

the big stores. 

When test year he derided 
that he ought to get into digi¬ 
tals the problem was a consis¬ 
tent supply of fully developed 
internal modules. In October 
be did a deal with National 
Semiconductor, the United 
States company which had been 
tbe first major semiconductor 
maker to enter the watch mar¬ 
ket. Supplies started coming 
through in Juanrary. 

The internal module compo¬ 
nents ore manufactured in Cali¬ 
fornia, are shipped to Bangkok 
for assembly as modules and 
arrive at Trafalgar’s assembly 
works in Mill! Hitt, hi London, 
to be mated with Swiss cases, 
Hongkong bracelets and- bat¬ 
teries made in New York. 

Mr Herrmann admits chat tbe 
digital watch has still to prove 
itself Trot to be a passing 
fashion in the United Kingdom. 
The same applies to export 
‘ markets, whrch he also has in 
his sights. Arguably Trafalgar, 
which )s already tattoos of go¬ 
ing public wkhin a year or two, 
is taking a calculated risk in 
this new market. 

But Mr Herrmann believes 
that rite digital’s ability to per¬ 
form as a timekeeper with an 
accuracy as good if not better 
than tbe most expensive mecha¬ 
nical watches, but at an in- 
crearicely low price, will be 
irresistible in marketing terms. 
There » also the impetus of 
those American companies now 
coming into Europe with digi¬ 
tals, led by Fairchild Camera 
and Instrument and soon to 
be followed by Texas Instru¬ 
ments, as well as at least half 
a dozen others. 

Britain’s Sinclair Radionics, 
which makes electronic calcu¬ 
lators, has also moved into 
digital watches.

A king-sized home for tobacco 


When a bale of tobacco leaves 
the bunded store in'a-cigarette 
factory, its value leaps from 
around 70p per lb to £8.40 or 
more. The odd £7.70 is tobacco 
duty. In a large rigarerte fac¬ 
tory, the value of cigarettes and 
tobacco on tbe premises at any 
one time is likely to tot up to 
rraund 110m. No wonder, with 
figures like these, that W. D. 
& H. O. Wills, in building them¬ 
selves a new factory at Bristol, 
were determined to make it a 
palace worthy of King Tobacco. 

And a. palace it is—or two 
palaces and a power-house to be 
precise. For Wills’s new 55-acre 
campus at Hartcllffe in south 
Bristol includes a huge, 113,000 
square metre factory to supply 
The one-third of Britain in 
Wills’s western division, as well 
as a 23,000 square metre head 
office block for the firm as a 
whole. 

Though its parkland campus 
is fling id by residential suburb, 
tire factory does not pretend to 
be other than honestly indus¬ 
trial. Wills say that this is rhe 
biggest cigarette ■ factory in 
Europe; It has a claim, too, to 
be called Europe's most excit¬ 
ing shed. 

' But the company did not 
simply say, on grounds of effi¬ 
cient production, ** Let there be 
Hartcnffe!” First came a three- 
year run-up which included an 
exhaustive social survey pro¬ 
gramme among employees, to 
discover how die move would 
effect them and what their atti¬ 
tudes ware to it and to changed 
ivorking methods. 

7n a pilot survey- psycho¬ 
logists and sociologists jnter- 
vienvd 100 employees from a 
random sample weighted to re¬ 
flect different working ureas 
and levels, of seniority. These 
interviews mostly took place in 
the employees’ homes, were con¬ 


fidential and, in principle, 
voluntary. 

Then in 1969 all Wilis's Bris¬ 
tol employees had the chance to 
express their views on tbe pro¬ 
ject through a 40-point ques¬ 
tionnaire which covered such 
questions as where they lived, 
how they got to v.u.l:, and what 
amenities they would like ro see 
provided on tile new campus. 
Since two-thirds of the work¬ 
force are women, shopping was 
a key issue. 

Another couccrued eating 
facilities. This was of more 
significance than might appear 
on the surface. The. pro- 
Hartctiffe set-up was incredibly 
hierarchical, ■ ■ with separate 
dining rooms or. canteens for 
seven different groups of 
employees from senior, manage¬ 
ment - through the various 
managerial and supervisory 
grades to rauk-and-file blue 
coLlur and white collar workers. 

Wills’s consultants for the 
social survey work, William 
Schlackman, found this 

arrangement to be a minefield 
of social and personal suscep¬ 
tibilities, with a worker’s place 
in his custom-ordained dining¬ 
room being seen as both reflect¬ 
ing and conferring status. 
Curiously enough, it. was the 
rank-and-file blue collar 

workers who seemed _ most 

resistant to any blurring of 
this differential. 

The eventual solution 
adopted by Wills was a com¬ 
promise. It eschewed as 

potentially too radical the kind 
of one-class eating arrange¬ 
ments fouud at (say) Parke- 
Davis's pharmaceuticals factory 
at Pontypoo). Instead Wills 

has three dining rooms: one 
for directors, another for 
in.ma-tcmcnt, and die third for 
the re^t. 

Tlie podium _ oF the office 
block also contains a bank, post 


office, and jmnil supermarket, 
which the social surveys showed 
were among ilie key wants of 
employees moving m this some¬ 
what remote surburfaan site. Of 
course, die supermarket lucks 
die range and choice of the 
busy Bedminster shopping 
streets which for decades 
catered for the work in ji house¬ 
wives of the old red brick 
VV'iils factories 

An underground subway links 
the basement of the factory 
with the office block podium 
(which is in a little valley, 
partly flooded * , 

The architects for tbe campus 
are an Anglo-American partner¬ 
ship—Skidmore Owings Men II, 
which gave the New York sky¬ 
line the Union Carbide and 
Cbase Manhattan buildings; 
and Yorke Rosenberg Mardal], 
architects of Gatwick Airport 
and die new St Thomas's 
Hospital across the river from 
the Houses of Parliament. 

From Wills’s point of view, 
th? £19.5m campus is a money- 
spinner. At Bed minster, where 
they came in 1886, makeshift 
adaptations had reached their 
limit. Now they have a capacity 
of 400 million cigarettes a 
week: the warehousing is auto¬ 
mated and computer controlled; 
the primary processing also 
largely automated. The eventual 
factory workforce will be cut 
from 3,000 to 2^500 (whole time 
equivalent). 

And though Wills are no 
longer __ highly _ paternalistic, 
there is satisfaction in having 
created, as John Pile (former 
Wills and now Imperial group 
chairman) puts it, “ a place our 
children, and even our grand¬ 
children, will want to work in 
Having the pick of the local 
labour force is one of the perks 
of good industrial architecture.

LWT profits 
from putting 
its staff in 
the picture 

Loudon Weekend Television has 
Jong practical experience of the 
now fashionable concept of 
worker cousiritatioa. Even hi 
its early stormy days, after its 
formation in 1968 when the 
independent television network 
was restructured, LWT bad in¬ 
formal consultative machinery 
for discussions between its 
1,100 workers and management. 

Io the test six mouths or so, 
this machinery has been 
strengthened until it is.starting 
to deal in depth with the 
weightiest aspects of the com¬ 
pany's operation. One of the 
latent topics on the agenda has 
been bow ownership of shares 
in the company by employees 
can best be achieved. 

It has not yet. come up-with 
an answer on now the TUC’s 

recommendations to the Gov¬ 
ernment's Bullock Inquiry on 
industrial democracy could be 
implemented, but at least, LWT 
believes, the machinery is in 
place to debate the subject 

constructively. 

As yet, ao action has resulted 
from ihe deliberations of LWT’s 
new Staff Advisory Committee, 
but the improvement in. com¬ 
munications has undoubtedly led 
to better labour relations' and 
easier introduction of new 
equipment. Outside the scope 
of the committee are matters 
which concern individual stafE 
members or those such as pay 
and working conditions dealt 
with under union negotiating 
procedures. 

Staff representation on the 
15-strong committee is made up 
of two elected shop stewards 
from each of three unions in¬ 
volved with LWT, together with 
two representatives of man¬ 
agers. The management side, 
beaded by John Freeman, 
LWT chairman (who also chairs 
the committee), consists of all 
five executive directors and the 
company secretary. 

The committee meets once 
every four weeks and full 
minutes are displayed on staff 
notice boards and distributed 
to the non-executive directors. 

Before :lie meeting a man¬ 
agement report is sent to all 
members «uij each can prepare 
and circulate a paper in 
advance. In this way, actual dis¬ 
cussion time is kept down to 
between 1? and 2 hours. 

A feature of each meeting is 
a presentation of un-to-date 
accounts showing in fair detail 
why aud by how much the com¬ 
pany has made a profit or loss 
during tliat period. Also dis¬ 
cussed are planned expenditure 
on new equipment and changes 
prop used in tbe numbers of 
staff in any department. 

Ideas about programmes are 
also welcomed and discussed, 
as is the latest position in 
advertisement sales, LWT’s 
main source of revenue. 

Criticisms of LWT’s original 
Joint Consultative Committee, 
levelled by Vic Gardiner, 
LWT’s general manager, are 
rhat it was too casual and that 
it gave too much attention to 
minor problems like “soggy 
canteen chips ” and public 
holiday allowances. 

The only papers connected 
with that committee were fairly 
brief summary notes. Worker 
representatives were selected 
on an ad hoc basis from dif¬ 
ferent departments rather than 
elected. Participation by direc¬ 
tors was spasmodic and not 
fully representative. 

. Mr Gardiner, who chaired the 
first consultative committee and 
is a management representative 
on ihe revised version believes 
that both sides have learnt by 
experience. 

An early decision was to set 
up two separate subcommittees 
to deal specifically with 
accident prevention and cater¬ 
ing. Tbese now report directly 
to Mr Gardiner who can take 
quick action, if appropriate. 
Topics arc presented to the 
main Staff Advisory Committee 
only if they cannot be resolved 
independently or if a high level 
of expenditure.is required. 

The revised consultative com¬ 
mittee is able to devote time 
not only to company affairs but 
also to wider, industry matters. 
Industry submissions to the 
Annan Committee on Broadcast¬ 
ing, for example, were circu¬ 
lated and discussed, as are 
Independent Broadcasting 
Authority publications, where 
appropriate. 

Both employees and manage¬ 
ment at LWT agree that the 
opportunity to meet face-to- 
face regularly is valuable 
Despite tbe disadvantage of 
having only 2i days of broad¬ 
casting, LWT now compares 
well financially with die other 
I TV contractors, having been 
consistently in profit for the 
past five years. Its programme 
production record, with series 
such as Upstairs Downstairs 
and Within these Walls , more 
than stands up to comparison 
after an appalling start (at one 
stage the ITA gave LWT six 
weeks to justify its continued 
existence or lose its franchise). 

These successes are attributed 
by Mr Gardiner in part to good 
labour relations_ and a tight 
control on spending. 

Perhaps a more objective 
measure of how LWT’s labour 
relations compared with those 
io the rest of the ITV network 
was tbe refusal by its techni¬ 
cians to join the general ITV 
strike last May. LWT was one 
of the few’ companies to stay 
on the air, after a vote to 
ignore the strike call by the 
Association of Cinematograph 
Television and Allied Techno- 
dans. 

Hie general conclusion is 
that so far as LWT is concerned 
worker consultation is worth 
the cost of “high level” time 
which must necessarily be 
devoted to it. But its success 
depends on a disciplined 
structure.

But forecasting gold prices 
remains at best a most specula¬ 
tive undertaking, and Citibank 
of New York, which usually 
sticks its neck out with fairly 
precise predictions; can be for¬ 
given this time for hedging 
somewhat in a new report on' 
the gold market outlook. 

Citibank - maintains that its. 
studies have shown that a 3'. 
per cent fall in price is needed 
to increase demand by 1 per 
cent and so, with supply seen 
as being in excess of demand 
this year by 8 per cent, the 
bank concludes that a 24 per 
cent price fall is needed to 
balance supply - and demand.

Grocers see

" Improved profitability in the 
food processing industry would 
be short-lived, the Institute of 
Grocery Distribution said in its 
first quarterly econonuc bulle¬ 
tin on the food trades. 

“ Price Commission figures 
would suggest that profitability 
is looking up ”, it said.. ** But 
this could .well be due at.least 
in part to'seasonal factors, not¬ 
ably'a good summer. With the 
market still depressed and raw 
materia] prices 'rising again, 
"this could be b false dawn. 

“ Food manufacturers’ profits 
are again likely to be adversely 
affected in the coming months 
by tbe upsurge in commodity 
prices .experienced since last 
June.” - 

On food retailing, the insti¬ 
tute bulletin states: “The sit¬ 
uation is bad add appears to 
be getting generally worse. Per¬ 
centage margins have remained 
relatively constant for the year 
to foe third quarter of 1975 
and probably since, while costs 
-have continued- to-rise- at a 
percentage rate greater than the 
prices of the items being sold.” 

Percentage net profits had de¬ 
clined and wage increases had 
made a large contribution to 
costs. Gross margins were 
allowed to rise to 105 per cent 
of reference levels, if net mar¬ 
gins fell below 80 per cent of 
their reference levels. 

“So why have gross margins 
remained at around 95 per cent 
in foe face of undue profits 
erosion?" foe institute asks. 
"The answer must lie in the 
state of the market; reduced 
overall volume, increased com¬ 
petition and consumer resist¬ 
ance”. 

Cooperative shops had done 
well in sales during 1975, super¬ 
markets had held their ground 
and independents had suffered.

This and other ABTA rules 
are to come under scrutiny by 
the Office of Fair Trading and 
the Restrictive Practices Court 
set up to decide whether or not 

restrictions are in the public 
iaterest. Deadlines for registra¬ 
tion of trading agreements in 
the service industries was set 
at June 21 by Mr John Meth- 
ven, the Director-General of 
Fair Trading, last- week. 

Meanwhile, the Travel Agents- 
Study Council of the ABTA has 
passed a recommendation that

- The ABTA is afraid that 
price competition would force 
irs members to cany more risk. 


The likely effect of the aboli¬ 
tion of price control, as Identi¬ 
fied by the TASC, is that targe 
travel chains - would bulk 
buy” holiday allocations from 
tour operators on a non-return¬ 
able basis at a discount Twice. 
. In return they and not the 
operator would carry the risk 
Of not filling their holiday 
quota. Agents argue that other 
prices could be artificially infla¬ 
ted to give large apparent, cut- 
price offers. 

. The agents also fear that tour 
operators will move outside 
specialist holiday retailers to 
sell holidays through, for 
example, retail chains’ promo¬ 
tion houses. ABTA’s existing 
rules forbid retailers to twit the 
sale of holidays with other 
products. 

Other practices, likely to 
come under questioning by the 
OFT concern the co mmissio n 
rates given to travel agents by 
holiday operators. 

Tour operators are consider¬ 
ing whether or not to fight back 
if the eventual derision of the 
Restrictive Practices Court goes 
against them. 


Tin Council agrees to 
ease export quotas 
and raise floor levels

After five days of meetings 
in London, the International 
Tin Council has decided to con¬ 
tinue, but ease, export quotas 
and to revise floor and c eiling 
prices. 

. In a communique at the 
weekend the council said, first, 
that it had decided to lift 
immediately from 32,000 tonnes 
to 32J835 total permissible 
exports during the current 
qoaner, which runs to March 
31. No breakdown, for the 
extra 835 tonnes has yet been 
issued. 

The quarter from April 1 is 
be an export .control period 
with a total permissible tonnage 
of 35,000. The allocations m 
tonnes, with current quarter 
allocations in brackets, are: 
Australia 1,530 (1,399); Bolivia 
6.321 (5,7791; Indonesia 4,798 
(4387); -Malaysia 15360 

(13352); Nigeria 1,460 (1,334* 
Thailand 4,392 (4,016) and 
Zaire 1,239 (M33).

Munich sets its sights on balanced growth 


When it comes to economics 
the Bavarians sometimes like to 
portray themselves as the step¬ 
children of the central govern- 
meat in Bonn. As a state they 
say that they-suffer to. an above- 
average extent from regional 
and structural weaknesses, and 
that toe Bonn government pays 
too little attention to .their 
needs. 

Their argument has much to 
commend it. Regionally Bavaria 
lies on the edge of the European 
Community. Commercially the 
state lost many of its traditional 
markets after the Second World 
War, and toe 775-kilometre 
border with East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia is a formidable 
barrier. 

Industrially,, toe Bavarians 
were late developers and it was 
only in the postwar years that 
West Germany’s largest state 
began to change its character 
from a mainly agricultural 
Jand- 

But at toe same time, in 
Munich and its .. immediate 
surroundings there developed, 
particularly in the 1960s, a 
focus for some of toe - most 
advanced industry in West 
Germany. 

Far from its traditional 
powerhouse in the Ruhr, its 
main artery the Rhine, and the 
North Sea ports with their easy 
access . to export markets, 
Munich has developed into a 
leading-centre of toe electrical 
and electronics industries, is toe 
home- of one : bf Germany’s 
fastest-growing car makers and

toe main centre of the German 
aerospace industry. 

The city and toe surrounding 
area hare come through the 
recession better than other 
parts of Bavaria and Germany 
as a whole. The unemployment 
rate, which in Germany stands 
at just under 6 per cent of the 
working . population and in 
Bavaria at 7.5 per cent, is only 
43 per cent in Munich. 

Helping to keep it down has 
been the development of -the 
city’s infrastructure — which 
continued after toe 1972 Olym¬ 
pic Games—and toe broad base 
of Munich’s industrial struc¬ 
ture. ■ 

Last year, for example, as toe 
electrical industry was drawn 
fully into toe recession, the 
motor industry began a re¬ 
covery. .Both events were im¬ 
portant for Munich. West Ger¬ 
many’s largest electrical con¬ 
cern, Siemens, has been based 
in toe city since toe Second 
World War, and there are about 
80 electrical plants -there em¬ 
ploying around 64,000 people. 

The Bavarian capital is also 
the home of Bayerische 
Mororen Werke AG, which, 
while being the smallest of Ger¬ 
many’s car makers, had an ex¬ 
cellent year - in- 1975, raising 
production by 17 per cent and 
turnover .by nearly a third to 
DM3,255m (£65lm). 


„ But it looks as if toe reces¬ 
sion will prove a decisive point, 
in the development of Munich 
as elsewhere. 

•The rate of decline has so far 
been small when measured 
against Munich’s population of 
L3 million. In 1974 toe.net 
outflow'of people was around 
10,000 and last year 4,500. But 
toe city authorities, having seen 
toe steady riirinlriTig of the 
biggest German cities over the 
past .few years, are determined 
to stem its flow. 

Under the slogan “The City 
in Balance”, Munich is trying 
to shift, emphasis away from 
Industry and commerce towards 
the individ ual 

It is taking a greater interest 
fn the environment and intends 
to promote public transport sys¬ 
tems such as its subway network 
rather than roads. Towards the 
end of last year Munich issued 
a directory of free industrial 
sites, not • with toe aim of 
attracting new industry to 'toe 
city, but to encourage com¬ 
panies already based there to 
relocate to its edge. 

In an attempt to prevent toe 
city centre 'from becoming 
choked, toe authorities are try¬ 
ing to establish new centres in 
outlying areas. 

Even though toe recession in 
West Germany now seems to be 
giving way to an upswing in the 


economy, it looks as if Cor 
Munich the dynamic growth of 
toe 1960s will remain a thing 
of the past. In today’s condi¬ 
tions it is hard to imagine a 
development similar to that of 
toe aerospace industry at Otto- 
brunrt, on the city's southern 
outskirts. 

In 1958, when Ludwig Boel- 
kow shifted his plant from 
Stuttgart to Ottobnmn. he took 
350 workers with him. 
Now Messerschmitt * Boelkow - 
Blohm’s complex in Ottobnmn 
employs about %14Q scientists 
and technicians, and 6,000 
workers, most ox them highly- 
qualified. 

The authorities today empha¬ 
size- quality above quantity—a 
great quality of life for toe 
city’s inhabitants and more 
highly-qualified jobs, rather 
than simply an expansion of the 
industrial base. 

Two tilings are running in 
their favour. Munich is. with¬ 
out doubt one of the least 
mangled of toe major German 
cities. Thanks to the foresight 
of toe city authorities its e'entre 
has not been scarred by high- 
rise office blocks and, unlike 
Frankfurt it is a pleasant place 
to be after seven in toe evening. 

Also, toe industry that estab¬ 
lished itself in Munich end the 
surrounding areas has turned 
out to be largely advanced- 
technology industry, which, will 
continue to require highly- 
qualified personnel.

596,500 million cubic metres. 

Of thin, 2,025^00 million cubic 
metres can be found, in Hol¬ 
land’s mainland and toe remain¬ 
ing 322,400 million cubic metres 
in the Dutch part of toe Con¬ 
tinental Shelf. 

The ministry said information 
would be published later this 
month on. toe exploration and 
exploitation of oil and natural 
gas in toe mainland and Con¬ 
tinental Shelf.—AP-Dow Jones.

From Mr J. W. Dodd 
Sir, On February 4 you were 
kind enough to publish my 
letter on ** Optimum Size of 
■Firms I should Mke to thank 
you for doing so,' and through 
you, those who answered my 
questions, both through toe 
medium of your columns and 
to me privately. It is obvious 
from this correspondence and 
Mr Wood’s letter (March 2) 
that there is a point in toe size 
of firms beyond which effici¬ 
ency, profitability and iMuuiOuiy 
in industrial reflations begin-to 
deteriorate.

Capital gains, tax 

Taking a 
new look? 

With the market’s eyes glued 
to sterling, interest rates, 
Africa and parliamentary 
skirmishing, there has been, 
rather less talk than usual about 
the approach of a hew tax year 
and the Budget. As far as. the 
latter goes, the general assump¬ 
tion has been .that-dbe Chan¬ 
cellor has predous little scope 
for manoeuvre and is hignly 
unlikely to be shifted -from his 
present course—let alone in¬ 
dulge in the kind of £2,0Q0m 
reflationary package that some 
have been calling for. 

Bat leaving aside the macro - 
considerations of the Budget, 
one important aspect for in¬ 
vestors is going, to be whether 
or not the Chancellor makes 
any alteration to capital gains 
tax. - v , 

Dust down the file on last 
year's Budget and one finds 
'Mr Healey saying: “I know 
that some people take the view 
that with the present rate of 
inflation the rime ; has.‘■come to 
introduce indexation for capi¬ 
tal gains. . I am .-not- yet per¬ 
suaded that this would be 
right. There is, however, evid¬ 
ence that this tax is bearing 


. un'didy heavily on' those who 
hold assets for long periods 
and is too lenient on those who 
bold for very, short. periods, 
■ and over the coming year I 
propose to review the incidence 
of capital gains tax.” , 

Since then there have been 
a number of further hints that 
the incidence of. tax an long¬ 
term gains may be reduced, 

. particularly in view- of the over¬ 
whelming burden ft can - Create 
in conjunction with--, capital 
transfer tax. - -- 

Whether or-not the Chqn* 

. celTor will ' in-*' -fact make 
changes next month remains id 
be seen. Some in the City feel 
that nothing will be changed, 
but there are others who are 
becoming increasingly con¬ 
cerned that there could be some 
fairly penal changes in the 
taxation of short-term gains. 

At worst, these would involve 
a return to tbe system whereby 
short-term gains were treated 
as income and, accordingly,- 
taxed at the investor’s marginal 
rate of income tax. 

Even given that the recent 
high rate of inflation is on the 
wane, such a move would still 
seem to .be absurdly oppressive 
and counter-productive. But 
that does not mean to say that; 
if one is talking about horse- 
trading, a small rise in the flat 
rate .would, be totally unaccept¬ 
able. Ideally,'' however, the 
- other. side of the . bargain 
should contain con cessions not 
merely 'bn the reduction in the 
ra'te of tax on long-term gains 
- but also oh the rate of stamp 
duty.' 

As far-as the reduction in 
the rate of tax bn longer-term 
gains goes, it is important to 
remember that gains of any 
. kind arise for two reasons— 
either a change in the supply/ 

. demand situation or, in the vast 
'. majority of cases, a change in 
the general price level. In 
other ■ -words,, anyone who 
bought assets (other than those 
exempted from capital gains 
tax) in, say, 1970 and has since 
seen the price of those assets 
rise no faster than-the RetaQ 
. Price Index would, on disposal 
of those-assets, still find himself 
with a gains tax bill_ 

Certainly, it could be argued 
that the purchaser of non¬ 
monetary assets would still 
have done better than the man 
who simply left' his money In 
a current account at his bank 
or even put it ip a building 
society. But . that, is no real 
comfort and hardly the point. 
Indexation Would be an obvious 
way of dealing with .the prob¬ 
lem, hut., equally obviously, its’ 
implications (and administra¬ 
tion) would be such that -the 
Government will continue to 
shy away from it as long as 
pcsrible. 

The alternative; then, would 
sesm to be a considerably 
lower rate, perhaps .tiered 
according to the length of the 
“hold”, and in eery, orating a 
higher exemption threshold, 
than the present.£500 a year of 
realizations. "•'*

: a link between tax liabilities and investment 


Wbar the Chancellor presents his 
Budget next month he will, have to 
deal with the concession on stocks For 
the purposes of corporation.tax which 
be first introduced as a panic measure 
in November 3974. 

First,-since the result of the conces¬ 
sion has been that companies have 
been building'., up substantial deferred 
fax liabilities, - he has to find some 
way of neutralizing them in companies 
accounts. The combined effect of the 
concession hap boon so-substantial that 
there can now.be no question of rhe 
deferred liabilities being paid in full. 

Secondly, the Chancellor has to 
decide how the..concession, designed 
in a rough and ready way to take 
account of inflation in measuring 
taxable profits,. is to' be continued 
permanently. Fxu; all, sorts of practical 
and political reasons the Chancellor 


will not be eager to declare a general 
amnesty'on all such deferred liabilities, 
present and future.. 

That is a special problem for this 
Chancellor, this time. But Mr Healey 
■also faces a problem that has plagued 
all his recent predecessors. It is that 
the rate of investment in the British 
economy is dangerously low. Under 
the last government; Mr Heath felt 
and expressed a keen sense of personal 
betrayal because British industry failed 
to invest even after he had publicly 
committed the economy to a sus- 

staiaed burst of hyper-expansion. 

By the time that the bottlenecks 
were appearing in the second half of 
1973 and early 1974, inflation bed 
taken such a hold that industry was 
thinking more of survival and preserv¬ 
ing cash iban of investment. This 
time round, therefore, the investment 
backlog will probably be that bit 
larger. 

None of. the past fiscal and other 


tricks seem to have had much effect. 
The switch by the Conservatives from 
investment grants to investment allow- - 
antes was based on the theory that a 
subsidy based on the. tax system would 
give the greatest advantage to the most 
profitable. The previous investment 
grants had been based on the theory 
that industrial decision-takers are 
more influenced by immediately 
visible cash. 

Since none of these changes, made 
any appreciable change to the real 
world, past evidence would seem to 
support the theory that the only sig¬ 
nificant factor in the investment equa¬ 
tion is actual or imminent shortage of 
capacity. Since, with our postwar 
economic cycles, there have been 
relatively few years of widespread 
capacity shortage, this may go far to 
explain alone the low level of new 
investment. 

Equally, in the past, the idea has 
been regularly advanced that some¬ 
thing modelled on the Swedish invest¬ 


ment incentive scheme might break 
out of this trough. There, companies 
may avoid corporate taxation on part 
cf their profits by paying them into 
special investment accounts on con¬ 
dition that they are only spent ar times 
selected by the government to iron out 
an investment skimp. 

Whatever tbe theoretical attractions 
of such a system, the problem for this 
country has been that it can only be 
introduced on the upswing of an 
investment cycle ; which we have never 
really had. It is now, however, being 
suggested that someone of an ingen¬ 
ious turn of mind could devise a 
system that linked both of Mr Healey's 
problems. 

Since Companies have effectively, 
since the end of 1974, been allowed to 
defer substantial amounts of their cor¬ 
poration rax bills, that concession 
might be made permanent in some 
way that was linked to their invest¬ 
ment programmes between now and 
some fixed future date. 


The delicate matter of 
who is fit and proper 


It was difficult to- avoid 
some sense of- unease when Mr 
Joseph Kaplan alleged recently 
that the-Department of Trade 
had made an “-improper and 
excessive use of its powers ” in 
putting a stop on new business 
at Indemniiy Guarantee 
Assurance, where he is manag¬ 
ing director. 

For the stop order was auth¬ 
orized on the ground, that Mr 
Kaplan was “ not a fit and pro¬ 
per person to -be A controller 
of. the company criterion 
on .which reservation - was 
expressed in the Lords in 1973 
when the Insurance Companies 
Bill was Being debated. 

That Bill became the In¬ 
surance Companies Act 1974 
and the fit and-proper person 
criterion was incorporated in¬ 
sertion 7, since when It has 
been invoked on various occa¬ 
sions. Bpt this the first time 
that .there has., been; an. open 
and ' vehement . -reaction . by 
someone deemed “unfit** and 
who.has declared his intention 
to “fight-back by every legit¬ 
imate means”. 

Whatever the merits of the 
Kaplan case, it. .is perhaps 
worth recalling at ihis.Kime the 
circumstances in which the 
Department of .Trade came to 
be granted by Parliament what 
are now alleged to amount to 
’Star Chamber” powers, and 
the manner in which' these 
powers are generally exercised. 
And, in order to set the atua- 
oon in context, it is worth 
recalling some of the more sa¬ 
lient comments made in Parlia-. 
meat when such powers were 
mooted. 

Lord Limerick said then that 
he believed the Government of 
the day -was “right to require 
exceptionally high—and I use 
this phrase, deliberately—stand¬ 
ards of morality and compe¬ 
tence from those who seek to 
control the destinies of an in¬ 
dustry so uniquely important 
to the consumer”. 

He thought that suggestions 
to the effect that the Bill’s 
proposals would “deprive an 
individual of his livelihood “ 
were exaggerated. “ We are not 
hounding a man out of a pro¬ 
fession ; we are saying to him, 
'There are reasons why in our 
judgment we should not like * 
you to be in charge of the 
savings of other people and we 
think it would be more appro¬ 
priate ' that you should find 
your livelihood elsewhere’.” 

Lord Hailsbam, # the then 
Lord Chancellor, injected a re¬ 
minder that tbe legislation was 
being framed in the wake of 
the V Sc. G collapse and that it 
expanded earlier enactments 
(in 1957) made in the wake of 
the Savundra affair. 

The question we are dis¬ 
cussing is not a justiciable 
issue of . any kind ”, he 
reminded those."who were sug¬ 
gesting that the courts rather

than a government department 
might he tbe better arbiter of 
professional fitness in this con¬ 
text. The criterion was the 
“Caesar’s wife” one that an 
experienced businessman might 
apply to judging the reliability 
of individuals and not a “nice 
appreciation of the legal rules 
and evidence. 1 would have 
been wholly unwilling to allow 
tbe Judiciary to enter into 
what is basically a function of 
the Administration - or the 
Executive." 

In practice the Insurance 
Division of the Department of 
Trade appears to have trodden 
this path of having to make 
character judgment _' with 
extreme caution, both in the 
sense of being scrupulous in 
its investigations of individuals 
and by preserving a high 
degree of confidentiality in 
this sensitive area. 

The division has divided the 
fit and proper person criterion 
into four sub-criteria, the first, 
three of which are part subjec¬ 
tive, part objective in 
character. They cover “incom¬ 
petence ” in the sense that 
someone running an insurance 
company- has not the proper 
knowledge or experience, 
although here tbe company is 
viewed as a whole to see 
whether others In key posi¬ 
tions there do bave such know¬ 
ledge and experience. 

A “ bad record ” in the sense 
of. a prior conviction for fraud 
sounds fairly straightforward, 
although prior convictions are 
not always easy to trace and 
some remarkably crooked indi¬ 
viduals have tried to enter the 
insurance business. A third cri¬ 
terion is “ irresponsibility ” in 
tbe sense of someone’s making 
misleading statements or 
claims about his company. 

The fourth criterion of 
“character weakness”, with all 
hs overtones of subjective 
moral judgments, is clearly tbe 
most difficult of all to apply, 
and the Department of Trade 
admits it. In its lease sinister 
aspect this might simply mean 
that a controlling figure in an 
insurance company; perhaps an 
actuary, might be unable to 
stand up to a dominant invest¬ 
ment manager and prudent 
direction of the company may 
suffer in consequence. In 
another capacity or another 
company this man'might prove 
a fit and proper incumbent. 

However, in its examination 
of persons running or propos¬ 
ing' to run insurance com¬ 
panies tbe Insurance Division 
has regard to_ matters such as 
criminal conviction (other than 
those for fraud already men¬ 
tioned), and here some private 


observations of civil servants 
are revealing. In a case quite 
unrelated to Indemnity 
Guarantee it was “ coinciden¬ 
tal” that a man whose in¬ 
surance company eventually 
ran into trouble was known to 
bave been convicted earlier for 
attempting to defraud the rail¬ 
ways but “‘coincidences’ hap¬ 
pen too frequently”, and the 
farts show that people with such 
“character weaknesses tend to 
associate with bad companies.” 

Herein lies a dilemma for 
the department. Does it 
attempt to remove a man 
whose previous record sug¬ 
gests that he may not.be a fit 
and proper person to run an 
insurance company or does it 
leave him in that position until 
perhaps his company goes on 
to the rocks ? Either way the 
department is criticized. 

Fortunately only' about 10 
cases a year come up for 
review under the fit and pro¬ 
per person criterion, and that, 
considering the fact that the 
department’s 120 insurance 
staff are monitoring thousands 
of people in 800 registered in¬ 
surance companies, is perhaps 
some source of comfort. The 
department has no power to 
order the removal of an 
“unfit” person, but as It has 
powers to stop his company 
talcing on new business if he 
does not go voluntarily this 
amounts to almost the same 
thing. . _ .. 

Most people served with 
notice that the department 
' considers them unfit, go 
quietly”, it would appear, par¬ 
ticularly if they are managers, 
when their company does not 
have to be informed of the 
official action. against its 
servant. In tbe case or a chief 
executive or controller, though, 
the company does have to be 
informed. , . 

If tbe person concerned is 
an owner of the company, 
dearly it is not so easy for 
him to go quietly. 

At all events the Department 
of Trade stresses that it trifcs 
to preserve the utmost confi¬ 
dentiality throughout the pro¬ 
cedure and, even if a “ stop 
notice is issued against a com¬ 
pany because an “unfit” per¬ 
son will not or cannot leave it, 
the ground of that stop is not 
stated. This is perhaps a valid 
counterweight to the demands 
for explanations when stop 
orders are published generally, 
as they have to be by law. _ 

Such confidentiality, it is 
argued in Whitehall, would not 
be assured if the action were a 
judicial instead of executive 
one. And someone who feels 
that he has been wrongfully 
dismissed can appeal to the 
courts for a ruling that the 
department has acted ultra 
vires or through' ibe Parlia¬ 
mentary Commissioner, via an 
MP, on the grounds of malad¬ 
ministration. 


Migrant workers on 
the Comecon trail 


Czechoslovakia has breached 
the barrier that separates the 
labour-hungry economies of 
Eastern Europe from the large 
pools of unemployed man¬ 
power elsewhere on the' 
Continent. An agreement 
signed in Prague by Markos 
Span os, the Minister of Labour 
of Cyprus, earlier this month 
provides for 1^00 Cypriot 
workers to be employed in 
Czechoslovakia, with scope for 
more in the future. - 
Attempts to hire “ guest 
workers ” to Eastern Europe 
instead of the western indus¬ 
trialized countries have regu¬ 
larly foundercd...untii now on 
the inability of these workers 
to transmit their earnings to 
their families at home, as they 
do in the West. This has rein¬ 
forced whatever misgivings 
they may have had about work¬ 
ing in a communist country— 
misgivings especially strong

among tbe large migrant 
labour force of Yugoslavia— 
going abroad in part to get 
away from communism and all 
too conscious that Yugoslavia 
is a communist democracy 
compared with its neighbours. 

Now western recession, with 
unemployment highest among 
migrant workers, is combining 
with an acute labour shortage 
in the more developed East 
European countries to create a 
new situation. Czechoslovakia, 
in particular, has reached the 
stage where lack of manpower 
is seen as among tbe most 
serious obstacles to economic 
expansion.. 

The new agreement with 
Cyprus provides for the direct 
employment _ of Cypriots in 
Czechoslovakia, rather than 
their being sent on special pro¬ 
jects by Cyprus linns. Their 
rights, under the country’s 
social security system, will be 
the same as those of native 
workers. Details of how their 
work in Czechoslovakia will 
benefit their dependants are to 
be the subject of another round 
of negotiations, but an agree¬ 
ment reached last year be¬ 
tween Prague and Belgrade on 
the employment of Yugoslavs 
in Czechoslovakia may serve as 
a precedent. 

Under this, Yugoslav 
workers will be allowed to 
transmit their earnings in what 
are called “clearing dollars”, 
payable to their relatives in 
Yugoslavia in dinars (and at 
least officially rated at 5.88 
Czechoslovak crowns per dollar 
for a selling price, instead of 
the rourist rate of 10.00). - 

It remains to be seen if this 
will be sufficient to attract 
Yugoslav workers to Czecho¬ 
slovakia in preference to, say, 
West Germany, where wages 


are higher and paid in freelv 
convertible currency. Although 
in addition to the more than 
one million Yugoslav workers 
in Western Europe there are 
over half a million unemployed 
at home, the only Yugoslav 
ones seen in Eastern Europe 
until now have been construc¬ 
tion men sent to carry out pro¬ 
jects being completed by Yugo¬ 
slav companies. 

The agreement between 
Prague and Belgrade provides 
for an initial 3,000 to 5,000 
Yukdslav workers to be employ¬ 
ed directly in Czechoslovakia, 
-with housing, social services 
and schooling for their 
children laid on by their hosts. 

Several East European coun¬ 
tries besides Czechoslovakia; 
such as East Germany. Hung¬ 
ary and Bulgaria, could make 
use of the southern European 
labour pooL Hungary has made 
repeated overtures to Belgrade 
in this connection, and Bulgaria 
has arrangements for the tem¬ 
porary employment of Cypriots' 
on at least construction pro¬ 
jects. 

The idea of a free migration 
of labour within Eastern 
Europe Itself is favoured by 
many economists there, hut 
besides being seen as eruc- 
tively negating a man’s consti¬ 
tutional right to employment in 
his own country^ it also com.:* 
up against formidable bureau¬ 
cratic obstacles. 

Even more important, it 
could play havoc with the less 
efficient economies of the area 
by syphoning off tbeir often 
large but hidden labour 
resources to countries that can 
offer higher pay. This would 
in the end prove a saJmary 
process, but the inter-, erir.g 
period would be too much like 
a vast capitalist-type shake-out 
for Comecon regimes to con¬ 
template. 

Indeed, a freer migration of 
labour from enterprise io 
enterprise in search of higher

pay within a single country, 
with the aim of reducing the 
wastage of manpower that is 
crucially responsible for East¬ 
ern Europe’s present labour 
shortages, has itself proved too 
much of a factor for chocs in 
even such a flexible. economy 
as that of Hungary to be 
allowed beyond an rape ri men¬ 
tal period. 

This leaves the manpower 
reserves of southern Europe as 
a very desirable source of 
labour—if only- the Comecon 
countries can find the hard 
currency, or the right 
exchange arrangements, to 
make their job offers competi¬ 
tive enough with those of the 
West.

Unrepentant Keynesians need 
more than exhortation 


From Mr C. J. M. Bardie 
Sir, Peter Jay, in his triumphant 
article “ The long, withdrawing 
roar of the Keynesian era ” 
asserts that "employment, like 
the sales of anything else, de¬ 
pends on price . . .”. But sales 
of labour, just like anything 
else, will depend also on the 
price of substitutes. If there 
are, in practice, no substitutes 
(as may be the case with labour) 
a higher price will have little 
or no effect on sales. What is 
more, the demand for any 
goods, not just labour, is deter¬ 
mined by many other faction 
than price—eg, tile level of 
income.- And so on. 

No doubt Peter Jay knows all 


this—it is, after all, set out 
clearly in most elementary text¬ 
books. No doubt also it is taken 
into account somehow in his 
argument—in terms perhaps of 
the income effect of wage in¬ 
creases, or of the international 
market for labour. But can we 
be allowed some glimpse behind 
the scenes of the analysis justi¬ 
fying his conclusions? Many 
hitherto unrepentant Keynesians 
would love to be saved: but 
they need more than exhorta¬ 
tion to have faith in the rival 
doctrine.

As 3 that , is not daunting 
enough, -. the six-year 5300m 
issue is expected to offer a 
coupon of Si per cent, prob¬ 
ably at a. small discount unless 
me market changes radically in 
the next couple of days. At this 
level the issue will be priced 
finer than any in the present 
bull phase, even undercutting 
the returns presently available 
from agencies of the European 
Community’ like the European 
Investment Bank and the Euro¬ 
pean Coal and Steel Community. 

For instance the EIB’s 9 per 
cent- issue of 19S2 is presently 
yielding 3.8 per cen^, but by the 
same token there are a number 
of older issues of longer 
maturity—notably some of the 
popular oil company issues—- 
■offering finer returns in the 
'secondary market than those 


now proposed-for the Commu¬ 
nity. 

It is intended that the pro¬ 
ceeds of these issues,, together 
with the 5300m which has been 
raised in the form of a floating, 
me bank syndicated credit will 
be on-lent to Italy and Ireland 
at exactly the texxns obtained by 
the CoKUUunity.

Once again, the Soviet Union 
has entered the world sugar 
market as a major buyer, say 
C. Czarnikow, the London 
brokers. Oh top of reported pur¬ 
chases of Indian and EEC sugar 
comes firm news of a deal with 
the Philippines. 

But despite the Filipino sale 
of 400,000 tonnes o£- sugar to 
the Soviet Union—the biggest 
single-deal to any country out¬ 
side the United States—this is 
a reduction of rather less than 
a third in the sugar "moun¬ 
tain ” which has accumulated 
in the Philippines. 

Some L5 million long tons 
have been stuffed into every 
available building around 
Bacolod city, in the “sugar 
bowl ”, and some of this stock¬ 
pile has been slowly rotting. 

At the end of last year some 
15,000 tons were sold- in the 
first deal with the Soviet Union 
and there have been reports in 
February that some 150,000 tons 
have been sold to a United 
States ■ refiner, although it is 
not certain whether this was a 
firm contract or the subject of 
a-letter of intent. 

What price the Soviet Union 
is paying for the Philippine 
sugar has not been revealed. 
Recently the United States 
market price has been around 
15 cents a lb, the lowest level 
for two years. 

In Manila,-a spokesman for 
the Philippines Exchange said 
that shipment on board Soviet 
freighteis u£ about 15,000 tons 
would begin in 10 days and con¬ 
tinue through May. It is known 
that Sovracht, the Loudon 
chartering, brokers for. .the 
Soviet Union, have been inquir¬ 
ing for 12,000 to 25.000 ton 
vessels from die Philippines to 
the Black Sea for March-Aprit, 
or early May, loading. 

To add to the PbiUppines' 
problems over sugar, this year’s 
crop is errpected to be more 
than 2.5m tons, of which about 
1.7m tons will be available for 
export, so that unless some 
more sizable deals are done, 
the government will have added 
reason to regret its mid-197+ 
step of nationalising the indu^ 
try and taking its sugar off the 
market in a bid to force up 
world prices. 


Commodities 


According to Reuter, Caban 
delegates to the fourth m eetin g 
of the Latin American 'and 
Caribbean - Sugar Exporting 
Countries in Ca l i, .Colombia, 
have been saying that Cuban 
sugar- production, last year was. 
5.7m tonnes. Senor Ricardo 

Carbrisas,' tbe Cuban Deputy 
Trade Minister, said that it. had 
proved impossible to maintain 
production at the level of 8-5in 
tonnes reached in 1970. 

' His government planned to 
increase production to tbe 8m— 
8.7m tonnes level by 1980. He - 
added that Cuba bad derided to 
go for the best quality possible 
rather than. produce - the quan¬ 
tities of sugar planned earlier. 
He did not mention reports that' 
adverse rains had affected the 
current crop. 

Speaking of changes made ur 
Cuban sugar production, he 
said J****- to enable the 1980 
target to be reached there had 
been improvements- in the 
variety of cane, technical capa- 
r'ty of workers and mechaniza¬ 
tion which, had enabled the 
number of cane cutters to be 
reduced from 360,000 in 1966 to. 
160.000 last year.. , - „ 

Further news out of the Cali 
me etin g is that' the Dominican 
Republic has stopped sugar 
exports until international 
prices recover to safeguard the 
country’s finances. . 

Meanwhile, officials of the 
Uni red Terminal Sugar Market 
Association have denied a Euro¬ 
pean report that the association 
Intended to close tbe London 
white sugar conversions con¬ 
tract. They say that the con¬ 
tract was very quiet but would 

remain .open as. a hedging 
facility for white sugar. 

Capacity of ports 
the key question 

Apparently the Soviet Union 
has been making inquiries about 
additional purchases of United 
States grain, according to Air 
Richard Bell, the United States 
Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
. ture, although he said that he 
did not know of any recent new 
sales .or serious contract negoti-

point he made last December,: 
which 1 then quoted, that there 
is scope for the U&SR, to buy* 
wheat and maize outside the 
terms of both the 7 m-tonne limi-' 
tation on such sales from-the . 
1975 crop and the five-year 
United States-Soviet ' Union 
agreement'- which - comes into 
force on October L 

Mr Bell- has now: said _ that 
Russia could buy an additional 
5 million to 6 million tonnes of 
United States grain, about half 
from the 1975 crop maize and 

the rest in 1976 crop wheat, to 
be shipped before the five-year.-, 
pact comes into force. 

He added' that die Soviet 
Union has been told that they, 
can buy some wheat from the 
new 3976 crop to be shipped 
before October 1. The United 
States has said that there" Would 
.be do difficulty in selling 1 
mflEon tonnes of this wheat for 
each of die four months in the 
June-to September period. 

But the Soviet Union in talks 
with the United States is 
apparently showing more in¬ 
terest in new-term maize than 
in wheat. Air Bell said that 
the Soviet Union could still buy 
some 4 million tonnes of wheat 
or maize without . being in' 
breach of . the 7m-conne 
limitation. 

The key question is whether, 
in fact, the Soviet ports could 
handle any. further shipment. 
Since her harvest failure, Russia 
has bought some 26 m tonnes, of 
grain (more than 13m of them 
from the United States) and at 
the beginning of die year there 
was reported to be a grain ship¬ 
ments backlog of five to- slx 
weeks. 

Reputedly Russian port, 
capacity is only some 10 m 
tonnes above the amount 'of 
grain already bought, so that 
there is solid ground for doubts 
expressed by Mr Bell whether 
the Soviet Union will take full 
advantage of the loophole under 
the 7m-tonne limitation, or more 
than about 2m to 3m tonnes of 
the new .crop wheat. 

Mr Bell said that his Depart¬ 
ment still believes that there is 
a limit of about 2in tonnes on 
rbe average amount of grain 
imports Russia can handle each 
month.
